Two Little Fish, Rerdell, the

The Dorseys and Vaile Came 
Equally Close to Occupying 
a Stone Fiat. 


Of Course, the Foreman Claims the 
Bribes Were All Offered by the 
Government. 


The Verdict a Hideous Fraud, Showing 
Only the Good Faith of Nine 
Jurors. 


THE VERDICT. 

RERDELL, THE SQUEALER, AND MINER CON- 
VICTED—TURNER ACQUITTED—THK REST 
IN STATU QUO. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 11.—The pris{n- 
doors are turned upon two of the star-route 
defendants. Asto the rest, save two, they 
are simply not guilty, and as to these two 
one is acquitted at the direction of the Gov- 
ernment for want of evidence, and the other 
isin his grave. It is for the public to say 
whether the press was justified in its original 
exposure of the star-route frauds, and wheth- 
er the Government is to be justified in hay- 
ing prosecuted these frauds. That 

THE FRAUDS HAVE BEEN ESTABLISHED BE- 

YOND QUESTIONS 

few intelligent men will deny, and that the 

conspiracy existed the verdict of the jury has 

established. ‘The star-route trial has been a 

long one, and the conclusion reached is most 

lame, impotent, inconsistent, and ilogical, 
but the end of the star-rouce trials is not yet, 
and after the verdict which may follow the 
prison doors may open wider. ‘The close of 
the present case and the dismissal of the 
jury is to be followed by an investigation 
into the alfeged bribery, which, if a small 
portion of the current rumors are true, will 
attract public attention to a scarcely less de- 
gree than the star-route scandais themselves. 
Meanwhile 


THE VINDICATION 
which the principal defendants have at the 
hands of this jury is that ten of the twelve 
voted that Brady was guilty: ten of the 
twelve that John W. Dorsey was guilty; 
nine of the twelve that ex-Senator Stephen 
W. Dorsey was guilty; while Vaile escaped 
conviction by just one vote. This was not 
the vindication which was to reinstate Brady 
and Dorsey in public estimation, and to send 
all the editors in the country t6 prison. The 
jurors whe voted steadily to aequit in each 
case, and who hting out to the end, peor 
the mistrial, were in every instance either a! 
of the following three, or some combination’ 
of them: Dickson the foreman, Brown, and 
Holmstead. Whether that circumstanee de- 
serves public attention is a matter as to 


some searghing inquiries. 
THE PROCEEDINGS 

of the last day of the trial opened as those 
which have preceded it, with a large audi- 
ence and with discontent manifested upon 
the faces of the counsel, who sat both at 
the defendants’ and the Government's table. 
The rumors of a disagreement were numer- 
ous. but the confidence of the defendants’ 
counsel was not shaken so far as their words 
indicated. “Ten to two for acquittal will 
be the verdict,” said one of the defendants’ 
counsel, the honest and earnest McSweeny, 

fore the Court opened this morn- 


shortly 
ing. Ten to two the verdict was as to one of 
his clients, John Dorsey,but it was ten to two 
for conviction, and not for acquittal. This 
illustrates the worthless character of the 
speculations in which the defendants’ coun- 
sel have indulged, and it shows, also, that 
the suspicions of the Governuient as to in- 
dividual jurymen have been unjust and un- | 
founded. ‘The court, upon assembling 
THIS MORNING, 

directed the ancient Bailiff to get rid of the | 
fiction of the continuing session of Friday by 
declaring the court adjourned until Monday, 
Sept. 11. This the aged officer found it | 
was difficult to do, but finally, after four nn- 
successful efforts, the court was adjourned 
to instantly meet again. “Tell the jury that | 
the court is here,” said Judge Wylie to the 
Bailiff. The Bailiff returned, announcing 
that they would be down in a few moments, 
and the twelva men camein. They showed 
fatigue from their night’s confinement under 
the roof of the court-house, and it was no- | 
ticed particularly that the foreman looked 
haggard and jaded. Inresponse to the usual 
inquiry, he answered that the jury had made 
no progress towards agreement since the ad- 
journment on Saturday, “but,” he added, 
‘we have agreed as to four of the defend- 
ants, and are disagreed as to the rest.” There | 
was 

AN EXPRESSION OF DISAPPOINTMENT | 
on the part of all connected witb the trial on 
both sides, but it was noticed that the seats | 
of the leading defendants were vacant, as if | 
they had not expected a verdict would be 
announced. The Judge informed the jury 
he was not then willing to accept an imper- 
fect verdict, and remanded them again to 
their quarters until 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
with another comfortable suggestion of what 
Col. Ingersoll, in an interlocutory, suggest- 
ed was the barbarism of common law—that 
if the jury was too long out, it might be nec- 
essary to limit them to bread and water. A 
long recess of nearly four hours was to fol- 
iow. The crowd was reluctant to separate. 
Judge Wylie had intimated that he possibly 
might dismiss the jury at 2 o'clock if a ver- 
dict should not then be reached, and the ex- 
pectant crowd waited about the square at the 
foot of the Lincoln statue. During all this |

some of these signals may have been correct 
seeins possible to many from the verdict;

For instance, in the night, 
a person who may have been a detective 
in waiting saw a lighted candle quickly 
placed upon the window-sill and taken away, 
and the act was again repeated, Dut it ap- 
pears that the candie served to light the 
cigars for the jurymen which, by the per 
mission of the court, were given them. An- 
other observer thinks that he saw the Juror 
Brown, a coal-black negro, who was one of 
the three who voted consistently for acquit- 
tal. make peculiar signs with his hat, as if 
to indicate by this movement a certain num- 
ber of figures. in the court-room this morn- | 
ing, too, those who were anxious for a sign | 
thought that in more instances than one 
they. saw indications of a correspondence | 
between some members of the jury and some — 
one who sat im the court-room.

Ile thinks the jury would not have been out 
an hour before returning with a verdict of 
acquittal for all the defendants hadit not 
been for the violence of the charge from the 
bench. In the cases of Miner and Rerdell, 
found guilty, Judge Wilson says an 
appeal will be taken to the 
court en banc, which will review the whole 
trial, and especially the strong partisan 
charge of Judge Wylie. The other defend- 
ants, he says, might at once be mought to 
trial again, but it is scarcely possible. ‘The 
prosecution would have gone to pieces weeks 
ago and a verdict of not guilty been found 
but for the clamor of the press and public ig- 
norance of the case.

said that the vote of the jury on conspiracy 
stood eight for conviction and four.for ac- 

uittal, the four being Dickson, Holmead, 
Brown, and Martin. “ The interchange of 
notes,” he said, “ between the reealcitrant 
four is‘one of the most mysterious things 
that ever occurred in the transactions of a 
jury. it can only be accounted for by some- 
thing that was neither in proof nor made the 
subject of argument. The Government will 
proceed immediately to take such 
steps a8 may be necessary to dis- 
cover the guilty parties on the 
charge of bribery now made apparent in this 
case. It will alse immediately summon its 
witnesses and proceed to try the parties in 
regard to whom there was a disayzreement;

YELLOW-FEVER. 


Gloom Prevalling in the Stricken City 
of Pensacola, Fia. 
PENSACOLA, Fla., Sept. 11.—Today was 
the most discouraging since the fever made 
its appearance. Gloom seems to prevade 
every quarter of the city. The Board of 
Health reports twenty new cases and two 
deaths in the past twenty-four hours. Quite 
a number of .cas@s are under observation. 
The natural presumption is that all or nearly 
allof these will be bulletined tomorrow. 
Relief committees of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association are laboring under great 
disadvantages and embarrassments, owing 
to the slowness of respouses to their call for 
aid, The Chairman of the courthittee visited 
a number of cases today, and foundinalmost 
every instance distress and want resulting 
from sickness, stagnation of business, and 
lack of employment incident thereto. A 
nujnber of the sick are reported very low to- 
night. Six nurses are expected from New 
Orleans tomorrow night. Several are com- 
ing from the navy-yard. Montgomery quar- 
antines all mail. matter from Pensacola ex- 
cept tirst-ciass. The Postmaster has been 
instructed by the department to trold all 
second, third, and fourth-class mail matter 
for Montgomery until the quarantine is 
raised. The number of mercantile houses is 
growing less day by day as the fever in- 
creases. Clerks are often left in charge. 


The Situation at Miatamoras. 

MATAMORAS, Sept. 11.—The fever shows 
nochange. During the twenty-four hours 
to 9a. m. yesterday there were four deaths, 
and for the past twenty-four hours also four 
deaths. For the week ending at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning there were nineteen 
deaths of fever, A son of Maj. 
Witherell and a son of Dr. 
Wolff died yesterday. Maj. .Witherell 
and wife are down with the diseas&, also the 
wife of Maj. Wenie. Camp Smith is cov- 
ered with water and a steamboat went to 
bring the troops to Fort Brown. Yesterday 
the relief committees gave aid to 378 fami- 
lies. Thirty-six hundred relief tickets have 
been issued by the committee. Fifteen thou- 
sand dollars have been received.

BrowNnsvILtce, Tex., Sept. 11.—There were 
fifty-eight new cases of yellow-fever in the 
past twenty-four liours. No deaths. There 
are twelve cases of fever in Fort Brown.

All the sick are doing well 
but Smalley. Matamoras is considered 
healthy, there being only twenty-five cases in 
the city, and all done well. The quarantine 
between both cities was raised today. Weath- 
er clear and pleasant.

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A MAGNIFICENT REPUBLICAN VICTORY.

Boston, Sept. 11.—Returns from Maine 
come in very slowly and in an aggravatingly 
disjointed manner. But enough is known 
to show that a grand Republican victory has 
been achieved, and, under the circumstances, 
there is a good feeling of satisfaction at the 
result. Two hundred towns thus far heard 
from give Kobie, the Republican candidate 
for Governor, 45,415; Plaisted, the present 
incumbent and Fusion candidate, 37,478; 
Solon Chase, Greenbacker, 653; Vinton, 
Independent, 18, The general figures 
are generally below those of two 
years ago, but Robie’s plurality is 
7,%7—largely above the contest of 
1880. The weather was fine, and from every 
city and town comes the report of a quiet day 
at the polls and large Republican gains. To- 
night the Republicans are holding jubilation 
meetings everywhere, and the utmost enthu- 
siasm prevails. Some of the Fusionists were 
until late this afternoon really sanguine of 
success, but the others had to whistle to keep 
up their courage. But, notwithstanding the 
claims of the opposition, if any reliance 
could be placed en the figures of 
THE MOST COMPLETE AND PERFECT CANVASS 
that was ever madein this State, in which 
no man has been counted for the Republic- 
ans unless actually known to be one, and in 
which every man who has not expressed a 
preference is marked as opposition, then the 
meee ticket is elected—Governor, Con- 

smen, and Legisiature. Two years ago 

there was a strong showing Saturday before 
election for a substantial Republican victory; 
but op Sunday the Fuasionists put out their 
money and bought votes right and left. In 
Portland, it is claimed on good authority, 
they changed 400 votes; in the neigh- 
boring town of Deering they laid out $300 on 
Sunday alone and what was true of this 
section was true of all parts of the State 
within reach of the railroads, for their money 
came at the last minnte. This year 

THEY OPENLY BRAGGED 
that if they had the money they could do the 
same thing. They tried their utmost in New 
York and Boston, but they have not obtained 
enough to help them any. One of the usual 
sights has been lacking this year. The Al- 
dermen’s room during the four days 
in which they are in session to correct 
the voting-lists, has usually, in years 
past. been filled with Democratic and 
Fusionist workers, getting pnames ~ put 
on the lists, but this year there was a notable 
falling off, and some of the hitherto Demo- 
cratic workers were working for the Repub- 
licans. The Democrats proclaim that it is 
only owing to their lack of money, and there 
must be some truth in it, for-they have re- 
sorted to some of the most shameless meth- 
ods to procure money that one could imagine. 
The Fusionists control the Sheriff’s office. 

THE “‘ RUM-DEPUTIES,” 
who make the seizures, are Democrats, and 
an emissary from them has been around 
to the rum-shops, and in one instance 
that is known they have askea for 
$100 because the deputies had not seized his 
liquors, but had allowed him to sell without 
disturbing him. That is thereason the Fu- 
sionists strove so hard to keep possession of 
the Sheriff’s office. Those liquor deputies 
have secured but six convictions for the last 
six months, and Neal Dow was right when 
he claimed that they should not be paid, be- 
cause they did not do their duty. . Robie’s 
penalty will probably be about 2,500, the Re- 
publican Congressmen have plenty of votes 
to spare, and the Legislature is all right 
once more.

THE CANVASS WAKING WARM. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 11.—The campaign is 
waxing warm in Georgia. The Herald, an 
anti-Stephens paper, today publishes the fol- 
lowing editorially: “Mr. Stephens, in his 
Atlanta speech, asserts that Dr. Felton wasa 
Democrat up to last December. ‘ At that time 
he published an interview openly and ayow- 
edly expressing his purpose to destroy the 
Democratic party of Georgia; to destroy the 
Democratic party of the Union; to destroy 
that organization, State and Federal, on 
which the hopes of this State and continent 
rest. His avowed purpose now is to 
destroy this grand old party through- 
out the Nation, but never shall 
1 countenance anybody whose object 
and purpose is to destroy and not build up 
this grand old party. Never.’ Thisfavowed 
purpose was made in December last, when 
Dr. Felton is represented as attempting to 
betray the Democratic party, and unworthy 
of his countenance, and he will never coun- 
tenance him. On Jan. 13 Mr. Stephen&writes 
to Dr. Felton in these words: ‘1 have read 
in the Constitution your letter in reply to 
Grady’s report of what Mr. Hill said en the 
new movement, as it is called, in Georgia, 
and particularly your connection with it. 
From this letter of yours 1 take it we 
shall have a fierce canvass in the ensuing 
fall. You hit Mr. Hill some very severe 
blows, but it was just as I expected. Grady’s 
report of what he said represents him as ut- 
tering some very extravagant and indiscreet 
things. In that interview, if published by 
his sanction, Mr. Hill, I think, exhibits the 
greatest indiscretion of his life.’ On Jan. 10 
Mr. Stephens writes to a friend of Dr. Felton 
in these words: * When Mr. Hiill’s mterview 
came out in the Constitution.I felt that he 
had done a great deal towards advancing 
and strengthening the movement. I thceught 
his characterizat of it as an attempt to 
Africanize the State was not only exceeding- 
ly impolitic and indiscreet, but eminently un- 
just.” On Feb. 21, 1882, Mr. Stephens writes 
a letter to a friend of Dr. Felion, in which 
these words occur accurately: ‘Dr. Felton’s 
motive and patriotism I esteem as highly as 
l ever did, and so do the thousands of others 
in Georgia now being likely to be arrayed on 
opposing sides in a fierce political contest.’ 
On May is, 188, Dr, Felton received 
a letter from Mr. Stephens in which 
these words occur: Allow me now 
to say thatI think you managed matters ad- 
mirably at Atlanta last Monday, looking, as [ 
conceive, to the best interests of the State.’ 
Now we submitif these extracts, true and 
authentic from Mr. Stephens’ letters do 
not prove that his utterances.in his Atlanta 
speech were eminently impolitic and unjust, 
and involves this illustrious gentleman in 
difficulties that will be hard to explain.”

THE CROPS. 


Kansas Will Harvest More 
Oats This Year than 
Ever Before, _ 


Spring Wheat Has Proven an 
Unprofitable Crop in That 
State, 


Estimates of the Corn Crop Still 


Continue at 155,000,000 
Bushels.

The National Report on Cotton, 
Corn, Oats, Rye, and 
Tobacco, 


There Would Have Been a Great 
Eastern Corn Crop but for 
the Drouth. 


The Oat and Spring-Wheat Yield in 
Kansas—The Outlook .for Corn Uon- 
tinues Favorabie, 

Special Correspondence ef The Chicago Tribune. 

Torrexka, Kas., Sept. 9.—The State Board 
of Agriculture, has today completed a new 
computation respecting thé oat and sprink- 
Wheat yields in the State. Of the former 
crop the revised returns indicate an average 
yield of thirty-five bushels per acre, which 
will make a total product of 18,300,000 bush- 
els. The acreage this year is upwards of 
500,000, an increase of 54 per cent over that of 
ISSl. One year only has ever exceeded 1882 
in this respect, The crop of 1878 was a very 
satisfactory one, and in 1879 29 per cent more 
ground was put under oats, but the yield was 
alightone. The latter is the year alluded to 
as having had an excess of acreage. The 
crop then aggregated something over 
13,000,000 bushels, so that the yield this year 
is the heaviest ever made in the State. ‘lake 
the official crop tables as they have been pub- 
lished, and the steady rise in every item 
shows how great the growth of Kansas 
has been during the years since it was 
admitted to the Union. The figures relating 
to oats are as serviceable as any others for 
that purpose, though perhaps Bt striking 
than the amazing corn statistics, Commenc- 
ing with 1862, when the total acreage of oats 
was 2,936, and advancing to the present 
by five-year periods, we find that in 
indy the area sown to this crop was 6,555 
acres: in 1872, 187,200; in 1877, 310,226; which 
has again risen in 1882 to 522,796. 

The acreage of spring wheat is not large, 
being only 137,000, and this the Secretary of 
the State Board estimates will yield fifteen 
bushels to the acre. Compared with other 
crops this cereal is not a profitable one for 
the Kansas farmerto raise. An annual de- 
crease in the area devoted to it is tangible 
evidence of the fact, the acreage having 
fallen from 433,257 to 137,503 in the last four 
years, In the extreme northern counties 
the crop is partially succeasful, but the bal- 
ance of the State finds it unprofitable. With 
the great winter-wheat and corn possibilities 
of the State, it may be safely prophesied that 
in a few years more spring wheat will have 
entirely disappeared as a Kansas crop. 

The estimate of the corn crop still contin- 
ues at 155,000,000 bushels, ‘Talking with 
your correspondent today, the Assistant 
Secretary of the State Board stated that no 
unfavorable reports were now porn re- 
ceived, and that there would probably be no 
eceasion to change the yleld already com- 
jited—viz.: thirty-five bushels per acre. 

-ansas will therefore rank second or third 
among the corn States of the Union, being 
outranked, if at ali, only by L[llinow and 
lowa. Owing toaconfusion of dispatcherin 
a farmer paper whereby there appeared to 
be some doubt as to whether the crop would 
be 150,000,000 or 190,000,000 bushels, this mat- 
ter has been again alludedto.

Wasuinetox, D. C., Sept. 1.—The Sep- 
tember report of the Department of Agri- 
culture on the condition of cotton shows an 
improvement since the Ist of August in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
and Texas, and some deterioration.in South 
Carolina, Georgia, and the States of the Gulf 
Coast to Louisiana, inclusive. The general 
average of August is $4: September 92—the 
saine as September of 1880—and higher than 
any other season for ten years. Last year 
the average dropped from Sin August to 70 
in September. ‘The State averages are: Vir- 

inia 90, North Carolina 88, South Carolina, 
G5, Georgia 89, Florida 83, Alabama %, Mis- 
sissippi. 88, Louisiana 89, Texas 1 
Arkansas 100, Tennesse 89. These figures 
indicate as they stand a large crop, but from 
every quarter comes the intimation of too 
much rain for heavy fruiting, too mueh 
**weed,”’ some shedding of bolls, a tendeney 
to rust, and a later development of bolls than 
usual. Under these conditions an early frost 
would be especially injurious. The caterpil- 
lar has made its appearance in many coun- 
ties of the Gulf coast States. In some places 
the second generation is “webbing up,” 
W hile the damage is inappreciable as yet in 
most cases, fears are expressed that a third 
brood may do great injury. The boll-worm 
is reported at many points. In Denton Coun- 
ty, Texas, their destruction is estimated at 
$100,000, 

The corn crop in all regions south of 
Pennsylvania and the Ohio River is in 
a high condition in every State ex- 
cept West Virginia, being represented by 
100 or higher figures. In many districts 
of the South the crop.is reported the bes:t in 
twenty years, In the New England Stes 
there has been a very sharp decline, except 
in Vermout—from 8&1 to 75 in Maine: 95 to @ 
in New Hampshire; 87 to @in Massachu- 
setts: 9 to 70in Rhode Island; and 96 to 65 
in Connecticut. A decitine of 8 points in 
New Zork and New Jersey and 4in Penn- 
syivinia is indicated. The loss in all these 
States is due to drouth, which has been 
especially severe in New Engiand. There 
has been abundant rain in all the other States. 
In the corn-growing States of the Ohio Val- 
ley prospects average very nearly as at the 
last report. The general averageof condi- 
tion is 83, the same asin August. Last year 
there was a decline from 77 in August to W 
in September. Ln 1880 the September average 
was 91. If early frosts do not aiers the 
erop the product willbe materially larger 
than last year, but the heavy production of 
1879 and 1880 cannot be approached under 
the most favorable circumstances, 

The oats crop, when harvested, was in an 
unusually high condition, yielding heavily 
in thrashing. The general average was 100, 
very few States.falling below that tigure— 
among then New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Virginia. 

The rye crop was also above the avera 
in nearly all the States and was harvested in 
good condiiion.

Here are both sides 
anxious te expose a crime, and we shall cer- 
tainly have a conviction next time.” There

YESTERDAY was a season of great excite- 
ment in produce circles in this city. Prices 
* came down by the run.” October pork and 
September corn were without friends, the 
first dG6clining 80 cents per barrel, and the 
latter six cents per bushel. Other deliveries 
of those articles weakened in sympathy, and 
other artieles were also depressed by the 
heaviness above noted—all except wheat.

The sales of pork were the 
heaviest ever recorded ip one day; they ag- 
gregated 238,000 barrels.

The weakness was due to 
heavy offerings of *‘ long stuff” by helders, 
and that was preceded and precipitated by 
big margin calls; but the immediate occasion 
of calling for those margins was not clear,

VERDICT IN THE STAR-ROUTE CASES. 

The country will hardly be surprised at the 
verdict of the jury in the star-route cases. 
The jury acquitted one man whom the pros- 
ecution said might be acquitted for want of 
evidence, and convicted two unimportant 
and subordinate parties, but failed to agree 
on a verdict as regards Brady and the Dor- 
seys. 

The-real criminals in the case were Brady 
and the Dorseys. Brady was an ofticer of 
the Post-Oflice Department, without whose 
direct agency there could have been no fraud, 
and po conspiracy, and no plunder of the 
Treasury; and the elder Dorsey was a Sena- 
tor of the United States, whose officia! posi- 
tion be used to promote the wholesale rob- 
bery. It is needless to add that the two men 
convicted were unimportant actors and only 
slight participants in the division of the pro- 
ceeds. But Brady and the Dorseys not only 
reaped the immense harvest of the conspir- 
acy, but are millionaires. 

Without and independently of this ver- 
dict the country has long since convicted 
these three principals in this most scandal- 
ous and infamous crime against public and 
private honesty. These men in addition to 
their personal criminality and their personal 
turpitude were charged with official duty 
and official responsibility. The Senator and 
the Assistant Postmaster-General were sworn 
officers of the Government and charged with 
a double responsibility to the people of whom 
they were representatives. It is useless to 
diseuss the question of their guilt or inno- 
cence. The nonagreement of the jury. is 
confirmation of the popular verdict long 
since found by the country, that they were 
the originators and active agents in the con- 
spiracy, and shared the lion’s part in the 
plunder, and to the conviction of this crime 
will now be added in popular estimation 
that of tampering with the administration of 
justice. ; 

The mistrial in this case, while it may not 
in one sense prove wholly unexpected, will 
nevertheless provoke the popular indigna- 
tion. The case was ably tried. The defend- 
ants had the abiest counsel they could em- 
ploy, and they were aided by the flight of the 
most important witness, whose testimony 
would have been overwhelming. Lie was a 
personal witness of the direct delivery to and 
receipt of a dividend of the robbery enacted 
between Dorsey and Brady. They were lib- 
erally aided by the interposition of the stat- 
ute of limitations, and they, as the result indi- 
cates, were aided in escaping a conviction by 
the possession of immense amounts of 
wealth. 

If there be any tangible evidence of the 
use of the money to corrupt any member of 
the jury, that isa matter for the future to 
disclose, but the country which has long 
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| since tried and convicted these men upon the 
evening 1.250 ballots had | 


real and substantial evidence in the case will 
not alter its judgment by this technicai mis- 
trial. 

The country will receive the result of this 
trial with indignant disgust, and this failure 
of justice will strengthen the growing feel- 
ing that trial by jury is fast losing all tespect 
by the hardly any longer disguised impossi- 
bility of convictmge a wealthy man who is 
willing to expend his money to avert a con- 
viction. The conviction of the two minor 
actors in this trial will be no satisfaction to 
the general public. it will be aecepted as 
the conviction of two miner and moneyless 
accomplices by a jury who refused to con- 
viet the notorious and confessed ringleaders 
and principals. The result of sucha trial 
cannot fail to weaktn public confidence in 
the fairness and impartiality of our system of 
criminal trials. After three months’ investi- 
gation this jury convicts two mere shadows 
and fails to convict the men without whose 
‘personal and official direction and aid no 
crime would have been committed and no 
crime possible. 

The only result obtained is the moral con- 
viction of the whole gang of thieves and rob- 
bers engaged in this widespread and success- 
ful conspiracy to plunder and rob the Gov- 
ernment. That result is fixed and ascer- 
tained, even if the guilty do escape the pen- 
alties of the law. Their guilt will be none 
the less established in the popular judgment 
by the fact that the jury failed to do ite duty 
to the country and to the law. 

There will, however, be one point-in this 
trial on which there will be no division of 
public opinion or judgment, and that is in 
the estimation of the inflexible courage and 
conscientiousness of duty on the part of 
Judge Wylie. During this protracted trial, 
covering the hottest season in a hot climate, 


' he has borne himself with all the dignity and 
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firmness of a just and tmpartial Judge. He 
has performed his duty fearlesly, ably, and 
with an ever-present sense of his duty to the 
accused, to the law, to the Government, and 
to the cause of justice. 


LIQUOR REGULATION OR PROHIBITION. 

An editorial article in the New York Her- 
ald begins with this sentence: “ The lead- 
ing issue in the Indiana eampaign this year, 
as it is in Ohio and North Carolina, is the 
liquor question.” This is true ina general 
way, but it implies a common misapprehen- 
sion, which itis very important to remove, 
in view of the influence which the prohibi- 
tion question is likely to exert in many 
States. No two issues could be more dis- 
tinct than those in Ohio and Indiana, In the 
latter State there is a strugeie for and 
against the submission of a constitutional 
amendment forbidding the manufacture and 
sale of liquor, wine, and beer; in the former 
the issue is practically whether the sale.of 
liquor shall be uniformly taxed and regulated 
by State law or shall continue to be, as it is 
now in that State, without restraint and 
without taxation. In a general way the lig- 
uor question is involved in both campaigns, 
but upon a radically different basis. Legal 
regulation is the very opposit of consti- 
tutional prohibition. 

The extremists on both sides—the Prohi- 
bitionists and the saloonkeepers—refuse to 
recognize the fundamental difference be- 
tween these two issues. Both classes are op- 
posed to the taxation and regulation of the 
liquor traffic—the one class hoping that the 
sale of liquor may be free and unrestrained, 
and the other striving for the absolute prohi- 
bition of the manufacture and sale of liquor. 
The Prohibitionists are plagued with the de- 
lusion that the sale of liquor must stop if it 
is not licensed. The saloon element, with 
the friends it is able to gather about it under 
misrepresentation, opposes license in order 
te escape restraint anda proper portion of 
the support of Government, it is in the in- 
terest of taxpayers and the conservative 
masses everywhere that the sale of liquor 
should neither be free nor be _ pro- 
hibited, A liquor tax, whether as- 
sessed upon manufacturers or collected 
in the shape of license-fees, is paid by 
the individual consumer without feeling it, 
and the regulation of saloons is essential to 
public order. If the people of Ohio shall en- 
courage this year and finally adopt a consti- 
tutional amendment authorizing the uniform 
taxation and regulation of the liquor traffic 
after the manner suggested by the Pond bill, 
such a result will be the surest protection 
against the trial of constitutional prohibi- 
tion. This system of regulation is now in 
operation in Michigan, and the revenue 
which local communities in the State derive 
from it and the reduction of saloons incident 
to it will prove to be strong arguments 
against the adoption of a prohibition amend- 
ment there. 

It isimproper and dangerous to confuse 
these two issues by placing them upon the 
same level. People who are in fayor of tem- 
perance should trust rather to uniform police 
regulation, sustained by bonds, taxation, and 
adequate penalties for the violation of the 
laws, than to an impracticable effort to 
coerce men into total abstinence. Police 
regulation is the policy which European 
Governments have adopted with the best re- 
sults. Such regulation is notan encroach- 
menton personal freedom, as many ef the 
Germans are disposed to contend for mere 
selfish purposes, but a proper consideration 
for good order and public safety. it con- 
templates the prohibition of the sale of 
liquor to minors, the assessment of a full 
share of the cost of Government upon the 
liquor trafiic, the accountability of saloon- 
keepers to the authorities for the preser- 
vation of the peace in their establishments, 
and the limitation of the traffic so far as pos 
sible into the hands of reputable and respon- 
sible parties. It is not, and in the nature of 
things cannot be, a forerunner of probibi- 
tion. The danger of prohibitory experi- 
ments is greatest in those communities and 
States where the liquor traffic is not under 
strict police control, and where excesses and 
abuses growing out of the unrestrained 
traffic lead the people to seek the extreme 
remedy of prohibition, which, in turn, is 
certain to result in defiance of the law and 
an irreconcilable conflict. 


THE LONGFELLOW MONUMENT. 

The proposal to erect a monument to Long- 
fellow in Westminster Abbey and thus per- 
petuate his fame among the great men of 
Engiand who have been deemed worthy of 
posthumous record in that mausoleum of 
English greatness has met with unexpected- 
ly unanimous favor from all classes, and 
there is now little question that the pressure 
will be so great no opposition will be made 
to the accomplishment of the work. The an- 
nouncément will be received with unusual 
satisfaction in this country, for the monu- 
ment will not only bea fitting and deserved 
tribute to the genius of our most popular 
poet, but a’ compliment to American litera- 
ture and the American people, it will also 
be a gratifying proot that although England 
and Americaare widely severed by geograph- 
ical boundaries, by political forms, and 
especially by political and historical tradi- 
tions, the two countries are intimately can- 
nected by language and literature, and all the 
impulses, sympathies, and emotions, and by 
all the triumphs which belong te language 
and literature. In other words, it proves 
that after all blood is thicker than water, 
and that there are triumphs ia literature, in 
science, in art—in the whole realm of thought, 
in fact—which are the common property of 
the two people and arouse a common pride, 
With acommon language, we have a com- 
mon literature. There was a time when the 
old political antipathies were carried so far 
as to prejudice the common share in litera- 
ture, but the old political antipathies are fast 
dying outand the literary antipathies long 
ago ceased. There has never been a time 
when Americans have not claimed and felt 
that they owned a partin Shakspeare, Mil- 
ton, Pope, Scott, Macauiay, Carlyle, and 
George Eliot. This proprietorship in the 
old literary worthies crossed the ocean 
with our ancestors, for they were part 
of their very thought and selves. They could 
not leave them behind any more than they 
could their Bibles, and every literary light 
that has appeared in the last two centuries 
has been claimed in part by them, and in 
some cases the flashes of these lights have 
first been recognized this side of the water. 
The first honor to Carlyle as prophet came 
from this country, and it is not a matter of 
question that George Eliot and Mrs. Brown- 
ing are more read and better known and 
more widely admired in America than in 
England. It is equally true that. our own 
writers have been held in honor in England, 
Washington. Irving and Longfellow more 
than othe because they are more cosmo 
politan, t Holmes, Emerson, Whittier, 
anti Lowell hold a high place in English es- 
teem, and were but recently praised by John 
Bright in his address at Birmingham, their 
names receiving enthusiastic cheers from an 
immense and highly-cultivated audience. 
The London Standard, in a very friendly 
and courteous article, calls attention to this 
comuiunity of proprietorship, and says: 


They think alike about men and women, and 
the sdlasaen of nen and women: the same 
about the education of children, and the same 
about life, ite meaning, its value; its o unl- 

bave drawn their and 
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The proposition to erect the memorial to 
Longfeliow has its origin in the fact that 
Longfellow is better known to Englishmen 
than our other poets, for the reason that 
Longfellow’s generous and ripe scholarship 
made him the poet of all English-speaking 
people. lle found his inspiration in widely 
varying sources, He was a thorough Amer- 
lean, without being provincial. His poems, 
even those which are American, can be un- 
derstood anywhere, and he sung in many 
keys songs of. all lands. His rare scholar- 
ship, his pure Englisn, and the beauty of his 
song commended him to Englishmen as 
muca as to Americans, and how strongly to 
the former is shown by the fact that not a 
dissenting voice has been raised to the pro- 
posal to erect the memorial to him. It will 
be a new tie between the two countries, and 
will strengthen that influence which grows 
outof language and literature—an influence 
stronger by far than could ever be estab- 
lished by political alliance. We have no 
Westminster Abbey or great National Gal- 
lery where such a compliment_could be re- 
turned, but some of our large cities or great 
public associations might make a graceful 
response by some movement which will help 
perpetuate the fame of some typical English- 
man, and what grander man could be Select- 
ed than John Bright, who only a short time 
ago so beautifully and eloquently held Long- 
fellow up to the admiration of the English 
people ? 
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THE TAX ON WOOD-PULP. 

During their session in this city the Tariff 
Commissioners were interviewed by some 
gentlemen interested in various patents in 
wood-pulp and in the manufacture of paper. 
All ef these gentlemen were impressed with 
the necessity of maintaining the duty on 
wood-pulp—otherwise the entire fabric of 
American industry would crumble into dust, 
the wages of American labor would shrink 
to the pauper level, and ruin and desolation 
would fill the land with mourning. In view 
of this National importance of the protective 
tax on wood-pulp the patentees and manu- 
facturers of wood-pulp and paper, though 
satisfied that the Tariff Commissioners would 
do the right thing anyhow, thought it was 
no more than right te extend the moral 
support of their faces and presence to the 
board. 

On this subject the New York Times has 
this to say: 


The papermakers have had their innings be- 
fore the rif! Commission, and have contrib- 
uted the usual’stock arguments in favor of leay- 
ing things as they are. One of their represent- 
atives considers the objections made to the duty 
op wood-pulp as “a hue and ory about a very 
small matter.’ Singulariy enough, the same 
person was of a different opinion two years ago, 
considering the matter of sufficieat magnitude 

o call for a very influential representatioa in 

fashington of wood-pulp men and of paper- 
mak in sympathy with them. The fact was 
not brought to the notice of the Tariff Commis- 
sion that the duty on wood-pulp rests not on 
any explicit provision of law, but on a misread- 
ing of the law embodied in a Treasury decision 
signed by Secretary Boutwell.. It been 
pointed out, times without number, that wood- 
pulp could not be subject to duty “under the 
special provision for ‘dried pulp’ contained in 
the twentieth section of the act of March 2, 
1861," because no such thing as “dried pulp” 
entered into the manufacture of paper in 1561, 
nor, indeed, tili four years later. his may be a 
“amali matter,” as Mr. Smith remarked, but it 
is a fair sample of the absurdities of tariff in- 
terpretaton, of which the commission seoms to 
take but little note. 

The New York paper overlooks the theory 
of the advocates of the present (** and more’’) 
tariff. In various conventions, in various re- 
ports of committees, and in various speeches 
in both branches of Congress the doctrine is 
boldly asserted that the declared and accept- 
ed policy of the United States is, that the pur- 
pose andend of all tariff legislation is protec- 
tion; that the collection of revenue is a sec- 
ondary and incidental object; and that in the 
construction of the tariff laws the courts and 
Treasury officers shall always assume that 
the purpose of the law was to exclude impor- 
tation and enlarge protection. Secretary 
Boutwell’s interpretation that a law passed 
in 1861 had special reference to a condition of 
facts not existing until 1865 is of course in 
harmony with this claim of fhe protection- 
its, however inconsistent with reason and 
justice. The difficulty with the New York 
paper is in failing to take notice that all laws 
imposing taxes shall be considered as impos- 
ing the highest penalty against the citizen 
taxed and in favor of the private beneficiary 
of the tax, or imposing the greatest confisca- 
tion of private property taken to be distribut- 
ed among the paupers supported by public 
bounty. 
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DORSEY'S CASE. 

Ex-Senator Stephen W. Dorsey enjoys the 
poor satisfaction of escaping punishment for 
| his connection with the star-route frauds by 
a failure of the jury to agree upon his share 
in the conspiracy to rob the Government 
which the trial had established to their satis- 
faction. There is but small vindication at 
any trial in a verdict of “* Not proven,” but 
less than usual in this case. in the first 
place, there is a strong suspicion that the 
jury was tampered with; and, if this suspi- 
cion is well founded, it is fair to infer that 
Brady and Dorsey would be the beneficiaries, 
because they are rich men. In the next 
place, certain evidence against Dorsey was 
excluded by the statute of limtfations, which, 
if ithad been adwitted, would have fastened 
upon him the charge of having procured the 
violation of law, if not actual complicity in 
the conspiracy to rob the Government which 
was before the jury. This evidence consists 
of the letters written by Dorsey to the Post- 
masters of Little Rock and Fort Smith, Ark., 
urging their official certification of bogus 
bonds. In sending these bonds to Col. Glen- 
denning, the Postmaster at Fort Smith, Dor- 
sey made a memorandum in his own hand- 
writing as follows: 


UNITED STATES SENATE CHAMBER, WASHING- 
Ton, D. C., —— —, AR COLONEL: Two 
men who will certify to $15,000 can make all 
these bonds. Have notary certify to them with 
seal, and you approve them and retufn to me. 
You can fill out the bonds like the one sent— 
only these blanks we have filled—and get some 
one to sign the whole lot at once. I will pay any 
sy you may be to in this matter. D. 
Note the instructions carefully. 


The sample which Dorsey desired Glen- 
denning to follow left vacant the route which 
the bond was to cover, also the name of the 
bidder and all the conditions essential to the 
contract. The Postmaster signing these 
blank bonds wouid certify to anything 
which Dorsey or the “friend”? for whom he 
was procuring the bonds might see fit to in- 
corporafe in them. The law covering pre- 
cisely such an offenge is as follows: 

[Penalty for legally apvroving bonds.) 

Any Postmaster who shali affix bis signature 
to the approval of any bond of a bidder, or to 
the certificate of sufficiency of suretics in any 
contract before the said bond or contract is 
—— by the bidder or contracter and his sure- 
ties, or ll knowingly or without the exercise 
of due diligence approve any bond of the bid- 
der with insufiicient suretica, or sball —ys | 
makeany false or frauduleat certificate, shail 
be forthwith dismissed from olfiee and be there- 
after disqualified from holding the oifice of 
Post master, and shall also be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof be 
punished by afine not exceeding $5,000 or by im- 
prisonment pot exceeding ong year, or both. 
(Revised statutes, Sec. 3.047, as amended by act 
of June 23, 1874, Sea, 12, 18 statute, page 26.) 

Glendenning refused to expose himself to 
the danger of being sent to the penitentiary 
to accowmodate his Senatorial patron. In 
one Congressional investigation into the 
star-route frauds Dorsey swore that he had 
never written any letters asking anybody to 


sign blank or bogus bonds, and at a subse- 
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quent one the Glendenuing correspondence 


accommodate Senator Dorsey, 
Agents of the Post-Office Department proved 
that they had been signed in biank. 

Mr. Dorsey escapes punishment partly 
through a statute of limitations and partly 
through a failure of the jury to agree on his 
case; but the facts remain that he was en- 
gaged in the business of getting up bogus 
bonds for a “ friend,” that he persuaded one 
Postmaster and endeavored to persuade oth- 
ers to violate the statute which made the 
certification of blank bonds a penifentiary 
offense, and that he gave testimony before a 
Congressional committee which was subse- 
quently proved false by his own letters. 
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MOHAMMEDAN AGITATIONS. 

The new element in the Egyptian struggle 
continually gains in force and significance, 
and, though it has not yet completely assert- 
ed itself, its agitation is looked upon as so 
dangerous that the French Government is 
alarmed and is sending vessels of war to va- 
rious points along the African coast. Mar 
hammedan agitation is the hidden enemy 
which threatens to appear, not joining hands 
with Arabi Bey against England, but strik- 
ing at France and driving all Europeans out 
of Northern Africa. One of the most influ- 
ential chiefs engaged in this movement is 
Mohamed-es-Senoussi, who is deciared to 
be a more formidable foe to Europeans than 
Arabi Bey. M. Gabriel Charmes, who is rec- 
ognized as one of the best authorities on 
Oriental matters, says of him in the Debats: 


Though pominally belonging to Turkey, the 
region of Cyrevaica isin reality in the hands of 
a kind of Arab Government, perfectly orean- 
ized, and ot which che ramifications extend 
northward as far as Morocco ahd southward to 
the very centre of Africa. At the head ef this 
Government is the Marabout Mohbamed-es-Se- 
noussi, Chief of tae Senoussia Brotherhood. 
His authority over all the tribes is absolute and 
unbounded, ana to bim all taxes are paid. At 
any moment these tribes might be eng by 
bim in the most savage and ambitious of enter- 
prises without any local authority being able to 
exercise the slightest control. Mohamed-os- 
Senoussi hves in no town, but ina the little oasis 
of Djerboub, from whence be rules over Cyrena- 
ica, Tripolitania, Pezzaa. Wadail. and Soudan, 
where his commands are considered equivaicot 
to divine decrees. Should heat any time de- 
termine to throw into Egypt, Tunis, and Algeria 
the fanatical population under bis intiuence it 
would be a terribie time for the Christian worid. 
The dream of Mohamed-es-Senoussi. who is a 
young and bandsome chieftain, is nothing less 
than to purge Africa from the Europeans. 


The same authority goes on to declare that 
Islam is approachifg a very critical period, 
as the thirteenth century of the Negira will 
close in November next, when, as the 
Prophet declares, a time of revival and re- 
generation is to dawn. His prophecy runs: 
** At the end of every hundred years God will 
send a man to restore to the Mussulman 
world the splendor of its religion.” Some of 
the Mussulmans regard Arabi Bey as the 
coming man of the new century. Others 
look upon the False Prophet of the Soudan as 
the man, but by far the larger part are in- 
clined to aecept Mohamed-es-Senoussi as the 
real Messiah who is to restore them and their 
religion to their old power, and they are 
waiting for him to give the signal when to 
rise. It is the opinion of M. Charmes 
that he will not join Arabi Bey in 
Egypt, but will operate against France 
in Algeria and Tunis, and that the uprising 
will also extend to Morecco and Tripoli, but 
such an uprising joined with the contest in 
Egypt would be sufficient to rouse the whole 
Mussulman world. “Hence,” says M. 
Charmes, “Frenchmen blind enough to 
desire disasters for England in Egypt ought 
to perceive that they are playing the enemy’s 
game, and that they are sowing the wind to 
reap the whirlwind. In face of the struggle 
of Mohammedan fanaticism against Chris- 
tianity it behooves all the nations of Europe to 
be united.” It is possible that the work has 
already begun. Itis only afew weeks ago 
that the French Minister in Tunis announced 
to the Home Government that all the rebel 
tribes had submitted and given in their ad- 
hesion to the Bey, and yet the news is now 
coming of fresh engagements between the 
French and Arabs in [unis, and all! Tripoli 
is in a ferment.

THE PENNSYLVANIA CAMPAIGN. 

Late advices from Pennsylvania represent 
that some of the Republican leaders who 
have supported the “regular” (Cameron) 
ticket from sentimentor party fealty have 
about abandoned the hope of electing Gen. 
Beaver, and do not hesitate to say that the 
only chance of Republican success is for Re- 
publicans to unite on Stewart, the Independ- 
ent Republican candidate, or for Beaver to 
withdraw. Itis probably too late for either 
of these expedients, and, if the situation be 
fairly described, the election of Pattison, the 
Democratic candidate, seems to be well 
assured. Such a result will be a temporary 
misfortune for the Republican party, but it 
will eccurin an “off year” when it will -not 
seriously affect the National interests 
of the party, and it may be the 
means of emancipating the Penn- 
sylvania Republicans from the Cameron 
dynasty, which has shown its willingness to 
drag the party into defeat rather than sur- 
render its own arrogant dictation. The Ke- 
publicans of Pennsylvania who protested 
against Cameron rule made every possible 
effort to bring about a compromise. They 
were ready to concede anything except sub- 
mission to the universal control of the Gov- 
ernment offices, the State offices, the local 
offices, the primaries and conventions of the 
party which Cameron asserted. But this 
was the one thing Cameron would not yield. 
He proceeded upon the well-established boss 
principle—rule or ruin, Gen. Beaver went 
into the campaign as Cameron’s personal 
representative, and has steadily refused to 
withdraw. The Cameron managers have not 
been willing to enter into any arrangements 
looking to an agreement upon a new ticket 
which the Republican voters should select 
independently of machine influences. Even 
at this late day it is said that any general 
Republican movement to vote for Stewart 
would be defeated by Cameron’s turn- 
ing over his special following—the office- 
holders and ward managers—te the Demo- 
cratic candidate. He would rather be “‘ boss’ 
of asmall faction of the party than to be 
dismounted by the.election of a Repubiican 
who opposes him. For a wonder the Demo- 
crats have shown excellent discretion in this 
year’s campaign. They took advantage of 
the break among the Republicans to nom- 
inate their strongest man. The record 
Pattison has made as Controller of Philadel- 
phia commands a wide popular support; 
otherwise Stewart would probably receive a 
larger number of Democratic votes than 
will now goto him. The loss of the State to 
the Republicans under the existing condi- 
tions, however, will not furnish the Demo- 
crats with any opportunity for claiming a 
great triumph, nor with much encourage- 
ment for future success, The aggregate Re- 
publican vote will show the full strength of 
the party,.and the defeat of Cameron (which 
will be the conspicuous feature of Demo- 
cratic success) will assure party harmony at 
the next election, and that is all that is neces- 
sary to restore the Republicans to their prop- 
er supremacy in the State. 
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Tue State Church of England used te be 
supported by tithes payable in kind, end the 
farmer in the olden time was wont to drive his. 
dozen fat pigs or steers to the tithe barn to sat- 
isfy the ecclesiastical claim against him. Since. 
the Commutation-of-Tithes act was passed a 
money peyinent has been substituted. In some 
parts, bowever, of the South of England, pdar- 
ticularly in the fertile counties of Kent and 
Sussex, what are known as extraordimary tithes 
still exist. The soll in thege countics is admir- 


ably vt rowin hope tas fruit 
whenever a field eee with such 
parson steps in and demands his ext pary 
tithe. A Mr. Smith, livmg at Croekenpill, 
in Kent, refused the other day to pay extraordi- 
nary tithe to the Vicar of St. Mary Cray. There- 
upon a “handsome red cow” belonging to the 
recalcitrant farmer was put up at auction, and 
was knocked down to one of Mr. Smith's sym- 
pathizers for £16. The sale took piace in an open 
field, the cow was gayly decorated with ribbons, 
and the enormous crowd of farmers and labor-. 
ers who had come to see the sale was cheered by 
a drum and fife band. After the sale a meeting 
was held, and the speakers did not confine them- 
selves to denouncing extraordinary tithes, but 
boldly advocated the disestablishment of the 
English Church. Since then several bther meet- 
ings of a similar character have been beld; and 
the agitation promises to lead to legisiation on 
the subject. 
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A CORRESPONDENT of the Paris Figaro has 
visited Count Beust at bis castie at Altenberg, 
and gives an interesting account of his inter- 
view with the Austrian ex-Chapoellor. Among 
other things, he asked Count Beust what truth 
there was in the report that at a dinner given 
him by the International Literary Association 
he had stated that the war of 1870 might have 
been averted had bis counsel been accepted 
by Napoleon Ill. The Count replied: 

The report is perfectly correct. Henri Mar- 
tin rose and proposed a toast in my honor, add- 
ing: “A careful study of all the documents 
bearing on the war of 1870 bas convinced me 
that the conflict with Germany would bave 
been avoided had we follow the advice of 
Count Beust.” After dinner subject was 
again referred to ra of my friends, 
and I explained to m that, at the time 
when the question of the succession to the 
Spanish throne was agitated, 1 addressed a con- 
fidential letter to ince Metternich (then 
Austrian Ambassador at Paris), with the request 
that it be communicated to the Duke de 
Graniont, Freuch Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Init advised bim to avoid a war with Prussia 
at any cost, and ta confine bis atten to Spain. 
The Spanish tlect might even be allowed to 
to Bremen for the Prince of Hohenzollern, and, 
if the Duke wereinciined to risk a great coup, 
the Freach squadron, proceeding from 
could capture the future King of Spain on the 
open sea. The Duke de Gramont characterized 
my project as worthy of the comic opera, and in 
truth Imyseif never considered the latter part 
of it seriously. However, I still believe that 
France would have done well to follow the first 
part of my advice. 


Count Beust informed his visitor of his inten- 
tion towrite his memoirs. He bad already been 
approached by tre publishers of various journals 
and periodicais for serial installments, but had 
declined. ’ 
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Tne oldest newspaper in the world is the 
King-Pau, or “Capitat Sheet,’ publisned in 
Pekin, and since the 4th of last June issued in 
a new form prescribed by special edict of the 
reigning Emperor Quang-soo. It first appeared 
A. D. 911, but came out only at irregular inter- 
vais. Since the year 1351, however, it bas been 
published weekly and of uniform size.. Until ite 
reorganization by imperial decree it contained 
nothing but orders in Vouncil and Court news, 
was published about midday, and cost two kesh, 
or something less than one cent. Now, how- 
ever, it appears in three editions daily. The 
first, issued early in the moruing, and printed on 
yellow paper, is called Hsing-Pau (Business 
Sheet), and contains trade prices, exchange quo- 
tations, and all manner of commercial intelli- 
gence. Its circulation is a little over 8,000. The 
second ediuon, which comes out during the fore- 
noon, also printed upon yellow paper, fs devoted 
to official announcements, fashionable intelili- 
gence, and general news. Besides its ancient 
title of King-Pau, it owns another designation, 
that of Shuen- Pau, or“ Official Sheet.” The third 
edition appears late in the afternoon, is printed 
on red paper, and bears the name of Titani-Pau 
(Country Sheet). It consists of extracts from 
the earlier editions, and is largely subscribed for 
in the provinces. All three issues of the King- 
Pau are edited by six members of the Han-Lin 
Academy of Sciences, Appointed and salaried by 
the Chinese State. The total number of copies 
printed daily varies between 12,000 and 14,000, 
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A HARTFORD lady has just received let- 
ters from two young Chinamen who were for- 
merly students in that city. Both letters complain 


that it has so weakened China's confidence iu 
this country that it is doubtfyl whether the stu- 
dents will ever be allowed to return. One of 
them says that, though the boasted freedom of 
the United States is not what it might be, China 
itself is the bome of tyrants. He adds: “We 
have just been released from that prison-house 
which is termed the Imperial Telegraph College. 
More freedom is thus allowed, but often we re- 
ceive many dire threats of punishment if we 
dare to displease them. Several of the boys, 
owing to the heavy. punishment with which they 
have been inflicted, have fied from the country 
—two being at present in the Sandwich Islands 
andone in America, [Tam now studying testing 
with a Dune. There are eight of us, and each 
shall at the end of the year take generai charge 
of a station. Each station at present is under 
the charge of a Dane; but On the coming first of 
the tenth mvon—that is, about November—they 
will be discharged, and we are the ones to fill the 
positions. All foreigners that are employed by 
the Government receive very bigh salaries. 
Gen. Gordon alone receives 5,000 taels per 
month, which is equivalent to $100,000 per year.” 


THE Japanese Government is desirous of 
annulitng its teade treaties, which prevent it 
from changing the low range of duties in its 
tariff. At present four-fifths of the revenue of 
the Government is raised by a land tax, the 
customs dues bringing in but one-fifth of the 
gross amount. The people do not distiil liquor 
nor grow and manufacture tobacco to any ex- 
tent, hence no revenue can be derived from 
these sources. The tax on land weighs heavily 
on agricuitural enterprise, as it amounts to 2 
per cent of the annual agricultural yield, and a 
large amount of land is not used for the cultiva- 
tion of cotton, as it is not possible to use it for 
that purpose in competition with the land of 
other countries not so heavily handicapped by 
taxation. England will not consent to abrogate 
its trade treaty, which fixes 10 per cent ad valo- 
rem asthe maximum charge in the scale of 
duties. 


An- Alexandria correspondent writes: 
* You have no idea how costly some things are 
here. The only article that is plentiful and 
cheap isthe shy and acrobatic fiea, This bird 
grows to a monstrous size here, and he is won- 
derfuily plentiful.

The street-pageant fncinuded a rep- 
resentation of Cincinnatus, the patron-saint of 
the city, who, by some of the inhabitants, per- 
baps, is also reverenced‘as its founder. Cincin- 
natys at the plow, Deacon Richard Smith at the 
press, Field-Marshai Halstead with his sword, 
and George Ward Nichols with his fiddie-bow, 
would certainly make an imposing quartet in 
any pageant.

FRANCIS HYNES. 
A MURDERER HANGED IN IRELAND. 

Limerick, Sept. 11.—Francis Hynes was 
hanged at 8 o’clock this morning, Hynes en- 
during pinioning and reciting his prayers 
calmly. Only a slight tremor was percepti- 
ble immediately befure the bolt was drawn. 
Death was alniost instantaneous. A large 
crowd outside the jail waited the hoisting of 
the black flag, many praying for the convict’s 
soul. itis not known whether Hynes made 
a statement previous to his death, but it is 
certain that up to Sunday he denied any 
complicity in the murder. A military guard 
was held in readiness, and 700 extra police 
from the Northern counties were drafted to 
Limerick in view of the possibility of a dis- 
turbance. During Sunday prayers for 
Hynes were offered in many of the Catholic 
churches of the Counties of Limerick and 
Clare. 

In many towns in the West of Ireland 
business places were closed today on account 
of the execution of Hynes. 

SKETCH OF THE CONDEMNED. 

The first trial by a special jury under the 
Repression (Ireland) act was remarkable be- 
cause of the fact that it has resulted in the 
conviction and execution of a representative 
of one of the oldest families in the County of 
Clare, Francis Hynes, who was found guilty 
of the murder of a herdsman named Do- 
loughty. The condemned, from the Irish 
point of view, was amere boy. He and his 
brothers had been locally famous as cross- 
country riders, and, before the land agitation 
began, attended all the meets of hounds and 
harriers, rode in the “gentlemen’s ” steeple- 
chases in various parts of the country. and 
enjoyed a certain amount of popularity.

While preparations were being made for the 
wedding, the widow having already trans- 
ferred some of her property to his keeping, 
he married a singer of third-rate position, 


He lived expensively fora time, but ultimate- 
ly separated from his wife and left the coun- 
try. His family of sons and daughters, 
throughout this experience, remained at 
their old home, Toureen, near Ennis. The 
farm which surrounded it was of considera- 
bie extent, and the young men, thrown upon 
their own resources so unexpectedly, did 
their utmost to conduct it profitably. Previ- 
ously their expensive tastes had been liberal- 
ly provided for out of ‘their father’s income, 
and the farm was not even expected to pro- 
duce enough to pay the rent, much 
less to keep up the establishment. The re- 
sult was that they fell into arrears with the 
landlord, and in the course of events were 
evicted. Doloughty was put into possession 
as herdsman, and, having disregarded all 
warnings to leave, ‘was at last shot and 
killed. In the beginning of the troubies the 
brother of young Hynes was arrested and 
threatened with prosecution under the White 
Boy act, but the proceedings came to noth- 
ing.

AN ARTIST’S HOME. 


The Houseand Beiongings of Mr. Alma 
Tademia. 
London Correspondence New York Worid. 

There is scarcely another bouse in London to 
compare in any way with Mr. Tadema’s for in- 
trinsic artistie beauty. It is essentially an art- 
ist’s home. Situated at the endof Litchfield 
Terrace, it overlooks the picturesque and beau- 
tiful Regent’s Park. “Saive,”” inscribed in 
mosaic, is the greeting you receive as you cross 
tire threshold of the pretty garden and pass 
up to the door amid a long line of 
biue lobelias and scarlet geraniume. 
The knocker is an antique, taken from 
an old Florentine palace, and represents a trugic 
mask. Onoe witbin the entrane® ball you flad 
yourself in a@ paiace of wonders crowded with 
artistic objects, and aise, be it marked, with 
individuality, that charming quality which is as 
rare asit is delightful. The said ball is painted 
a delicate cream color, and the tapestries are of 
soft green plueh. The two doors at the end of 
the hall are elaborately gilded, and contain in 
panels two magniticent portraits of Mr. and Mrs. 
Alma Tadema on goid grounds. 

In the morhing room. which is a noble apart- 
ment, beautifully draped with Persian tapestry, 
is the artist's greatest work, ** The Death of the 
First Born.” Here aiso is a cottage piano orna- 
mented with pretty paintings by Mrs. Tadema. 

syond this ¢hamber is vet another, painted in 
bluish white and cream color as to the wainscots, 
and, above, the wall is bung with Spanish 
leather. very rica and highly gilded. The panels 
of the doors are puinted by Mr. Tadema with 
Greek subjects, very pretty in design and cheecr- 
ful in tone, 

Beyond is a large conservatory full of exotics 
surrounding @ tank of water, with a classical 
white marbie #tatue in its centre. In one cor- 
nerisa stairease leading to the uppe 
where, in curious contrast to the lower, in which 
doors and doorways abound, there are po doors 
or doorways at ail. The saioons are divided 
from each ot@er by tapestry hangings, and have 
4a thoroughly Eastero appearance, and here the 
host on reception evenings greets you with bis 
pleasant and perfectly affable manner. 

The beautiful and classical-looking Mrs. Ta- 
dema generally stands in the centre salvon to 
receive her guests. Sbe isa tall, graceful woman, 
with a perfect Grecian outiine of features. Her 
hair is red, and she usually dresses in the house 
in a Greek or-Roman dress, which makes ber 
look, for the world, like an Empress of the days 
of the Cesars. The tirst room is furnished in 


‘r floor, 


the Dutch style. Panels of oak and rosewood 
Surround the vast apartment, which is iighted 
by a Wiudow of latticed yiass, having sbutters 
of dark wood guarded by charming metal work 
oo the right hand. The wullis painted quite 
white, and the ceiling in medieval etyle. One 
or two Dutch portraits adorn tne wails, and the 
finest old German biue and white pots and jugs 
stand here and there, artistically arranged. 

A large arch, exquisitiy modeled after a de- 
sign by Mr. Tadema, leads into the grand draw- 
ing-room, the entry to waicb is veiled by a rich 
Chinese tapeétry curtain of the most giaring 
design, The floor is iniaid parquetry of ebony 
and maple, and here and there are spread in- 
dian and Persian rugs. The wainsvot is covered 
with a Byzantine pattera, carried upty about 
tive feet, and marvelously brilliant in coloring 
and elaborate design. The wall above and the 
ceiling are plain dead gold, laid on leaf by leaf, 
and producing an astunishiagly gorgeous effect. 
Between the wall and the ceiling isa iine of 
what seems delicate carved ivory, mount- 
ed in ebony, a minute replica of the 
frieze of the Partbenon. ‘The fireplace 
is screened by a peacock with spread 
tail. The window is filled with panes of Mexi- 
can alabaster instead of giass. in the centre of 
this sumptuous chamber stands the grand piano 
made by Broadwood and painted by Aima Ta- 
dema. Cedar, ivory, ebony, and silver are lav- 
ished upon this extraordinary instrument. He- 
yond this Aladain-like chamber is a small room 
bung with Venetian veivet and full of comfort- 
able chairs and sofas. Ascending three bright 
brazen steps we now reacb the Pompeiian room, 
or liprary, fort behind the rich draperies are 
pook-sbelves, and the finest marbie pillars are 
simply the divisions in a bookcase. Here are 
lounges covered with rich furs, and the paint- 
ings are light,graceful, and thorougbly classical. 

Mr. Tadema’'s studio is picturesque in the ex- 
treme, but cheerful and uucopventional, All 
is confusion,.but artistically confused. Here 
are bits of arwor, huge vases full cf palma:and 
exotics, untinisbed paintings, gorgeous Indiaa 
embroideries, and vases from all partsof the 
world m porcdlain and giass, in silver and gold. 
The sicepivg apartments are neat and com- 
fortable, but perfect in taste and not too elab- 
orate. Dir. Tadema, who is wost courteous and 
kindly, welcomes you genially and in a pleasaot 
manner. and escorts you himself, chatting all 
the time, over his patace—for psiace it is—ua- 
estentatiously, A visit to Townshend Hoase is 
not likely to be forgotten.

THE MAN WHO REVEALED THE SECRETS OF 
MASONRY.

CHEAP TRANSPORTATION 
ON THE HUDSON RIVER.

New York, Sept. 11.—There is consider- 
able excitement among Hudson River steam- 
boat people over a new line that has reeently 
been placed on the river by a secret order 
known as the Sons of Columbia. One steam- 
er is already running, although it has met 
with considerable opposition.

INTO LONG-CLOSED COREA, 


An Occasion of High Ceremony with the 
Chief Magistrate of Chesan. 
Private Letter Communicated to New York Sun. 

ABOARD THE UnNirgep STATES STEAMER 
Monocacy, OFF Corga, July 20.—I write 
this in a vessel anchored on the coast of a 
country which for 4,000 years has taken all 
foreigners for deadly enemies, to be ex- 
cluded as a threatening plague, Look in 
your atlas, and you will find Corea outlined 
as a large peninsula projecting from the 
northeast coast of Asia, between ‘the Yellow 
Sea and Japan Sea; but you will see only 
the shape of the country, with an interior un- 
marked by any information as to the teeming 
population. We may now expect, however, 
that the treaty made by the King of Corea 
with the United States, through Commodore 
Shufeldt, will open the long-closed gates of 
Corean cities, hitherto put slightly ajar for 
the Japanese only. [This was written just 
before the assasination of the King and Queen 
of Corea, together with some Japanese offi- 
cials, by natives belonging to the anti-for- 
eign party. | 

We left Nagasaki on June 2, and since 
then have poked just a little into the practi- 
cally impenetrable land, The first port which 
we made was Sazaref, on the eastern coast. 
We found a fine, large bay, surrounded on 
ail sides by high islands and the mainland, 
and, away up in a corner, the fifteen-yard 
mouth of ariver. There were rather tail, well- 
formed natives, rather darker than Ameri- 
can mulattoes end much dirtier, living there- 
abouts. They wore homespyn costumes 
of a fabric like the commonest sack-cloth, 
consisting of baggy trousers and short jack- 
ets, all tied together, the idea of buttons 
never having occurred to the wearers. Their 
hair was either bunched in a topknot or 
hanging in a plait behind. A tew had hats 
of Jorse-hair, with crowns up small and 
high, and wore them over close skull-caps 
made of the same material The caps 
seemed to be distinctive of prosperity, and 
their possessors often had long gowns, cut 
like civilized night-shirts, exeept that they 
were slit up as high as the arms in the front, 
back, and sides. ‘hese had the appearance 
of aswallow-tail coat multiplied by four. 
Even the men wearing these extra garments 
were the worst of beggars, taking everything 
they could get, and having nothing to give in 
ne party from our steamer went ashore, and 
were met at onee by a growling crowd of na- 
tives. They allowed us to land, but would 
not jet us enter their houses nor go ten feet 
from our boat. They made gestures to in- 
form us that we were not wanted, and that 
they would hurt us if we did not guilt. They » 
kept their women carefully out of sight, old 
as well as young, aml we saw only a few 
children. ‘We —a meonene es omnes, 

ves, scissors, and soap frot 
combs, kpives, bat chev had 
to offer in exchange. ‘They scran- 
Pied trio usiy for these things, however, and 
thrust their hands into our pockets. They 
even plucked lighted cigars from our mouths. 
I tried to get for my stock in trade a horse- 
hair bat and an umbreila of silk paper with 
bamboo ribs. A native witha hat always 
earries such an wimbrelia to religiously 
protect it from the rain. No man had 
two hats er umbrelias, however, and, as no 
ope would part with his only one, I could 
not secure any. We made several differents 
landings in our desire to go into a house or 
a littl way into she ‘interior, but at each 
int were opposed by natives. It is said 
a large town lies miies inland. 
The meagreness of ou knowledge is 
shown by the fact that we found the coast.

mud and bamboo houses were thatched with 
straw. An oven noireded from each, anda 
hole in the wali let out the smoke. A 
climpse of an or showed us a mud 
floor eevered witi*Straw matting. The filtny 
streets were only ten feet wide. 

ae we could not go into Chosan, 
the Chief Magistrate of Chosan could come 
to us. He was accompanied aboard the 
Monecacy by a number of men who proba- 
bly were officials, a they didn’t look it. 
He wore a flowing robe of the nightshirt 
pattern, but made of different co and 
the inateriail was muslin. He hada girdle, 
too, and the four tails flew around below it 
like so many seetions of rainbow astray. He 
wore a hat with a cap underneath, and on 
top of the hat wasa stork of carved ivory. 
He waved a huge fan, and by his side was a 
pipe bearer. He said that lately, since the 
signing of the Shufeldt treaty, he had re- 
ceived instructions from “the head 
nation,” as he expressed it, to 
United States vessel that might 
harbor, to extend l 
preniee in his power. That was why 
ie brought fifty chickens, a _— a 
bottle of wine, and some tea fruit, all of 
which he presented to us. We showed him 
the working of our guns and small ome 
drilled the guard, and when he depar 
fired a salute of nine guns. The Chief Mag- 
istrate’s errand was to invite us to visit bim 
on the morrow, which was July 1, Six offi- 
cers of the Monocacy went to the Japanese 
Consul’s office, and there joined: the com- 
mander of a Japanese man-of-war. A mes- 
senger from the Chief Magistrate soon came 
with orders to conduct us through the dis- 
trict to Torai, the Capital. Gaily capari- 
soned ponies were provided for us to ride. 
One of these beasts was a trickster, with a 
keen sense of the fun of throwing’ off his 
rider. He was a biter, a kicker. a walker on 
his hind legs, a very devil. The Coreans 
laughed at his antics, and the man on 
his -back came off with a bounce. 
Atter this, as a preliminary, we started off 
in single file, according to native 
My pony was not the smaliest, and yet my 
feet were down pretty near his own. -For 
three mriles the route lay near the water, 
through two vipeges, and then turned inland. 
The streets of the villages were crowded 
with staring people as we passed through, 
but nota woman was among them. Two 
soldiers preceded us by 100 yards, shouting 
in a loud, harsh voice at brief intervals an 
order for all women to get out of sight. 
They not oniy obeyed, but we saw all 
the windows of the houses were hastily 
closed. Those who were in the fields fell on 
the ground and covered thei 
we saw only their heels and clothes. The 
guards feared that we might be molested. 
‘hey compelled the people to clear a wide 
passage for us, and prevented them from 
closing in behind us. The soldiers carried 
no weapons, however, and were simply dis- 
tinguished by felt hats with feathers on the 
crowns. Their garments were like those of 
civilians. After leaving the sea we traveled 
through cultivated vor amid wheat, rice, 
lettuce, and other growths. Lean‘oxen were 
draw zwooden plows. ‘The farmers 
stopped work to gaze at us. At the end of 
ten or twelve miles we edme toa long stone 
bridge, with an immense multitude gathered 
near, We heard borns blown as a signal for 
ail women to hide. Martial music of a dis- 
ecordant kind was Frazee as we crossed the 
agen ay entered the city through’‘a gate in 

e wall, 

‘Thus we entered Torai, the Capital of Cho- 
san. We were at once halted, and fully 
arranged in line, according to ran Then 
we rode through several streets and under 
two stone arches to the Chief Magistrate’s 
palace. We dismounted, brushed the dust 
off our uniforms, and were ushered into 
what had been a Buddhist temple, but 
was then occupied by the chief civic 
official It was opened on all sides, 
aud the Chief Magistrate stood within, with 
agroup of lesser dignitaries. We shook 
hands with the latter and bowed low to the 
former. Two or three hundred soldiers were 
formed in lines, as mouee to prevent us 
from going far aside. 6 were shown to 
large arm-chairs with red arms and blankets 
thrown over the backs. The Chief Magis- 
trate sat in one well removed from us, while 
his attendants stood by him. Three inter- 
preters sat midway between the two groups. 
Our Captain would speak to the one ofthese 
who understood English; he would trans- 
late it to a second, and the latter would re- 
peatit to the Magistrate in Corean. The 
conversation was slow, but that did not mat- 
ter, as there wasn’t much to say. Some Corean 
wine was passed round. It was vile stuff 
Then m servants entered, looking like 
women through their hair being braided 
behind. Each borea table and placed it in 
frontof a visitor. On every table were twelve 
dishes of food, One contained the livers, 
gizzards, and hearts of frogs and chickens 
mixed with rice and e kind of dressing; 
another, pork and vefmicelli; another, sliced 
cold roasted pig: another, raw chestnuts cov- 
ered with something like molasses; another, 
some sweet stuff in bright colors. ‘There was 
a soup with rose-leaves floating on it: also, 
various kinds of #veetmeats. Besides this 
we each had a cupof teaand a bottle of wine. 
The Magistrate poured out a eup of the wine 
and sent it to our Tr who formally drank 
the host’s health. The cup was immediately 
dropped into a bowl of water and returned 
to the Magistrate, who took it out, filled it, 
and drank with accompanying grunts. This 
ceremony was repeated all down the line, 
which must have filled him pretty fuil, for he 
emptied the cup every time. The rest of 
Coreans then attacked their botties. Five 
musicians took a position o” the porch. 
Their instruments were the taM-tam, which 
is asingle-headed drum, suspended by a 
string, a drum with two beads and basket- 
work cylinder, two reed instruments of bam- 
boo, anda bamboo flute. The noise was 


dreadful, but happily brief. Upon asignal P 


the servants removed the dishes and a 
us tobacco to smoke. Next they served a 
eurry of rice, pork, and chicken. Finally, 
they put on each table a dish of raw chopped 
meat, a bow! of gravy, a spoon, a frying pan, 
and a small furnace of burning charcoal, A 
servant ~ a spoonfulof the meat and gTAvy 
into each pan, with some vegetables, includ- 
ing garlic, and indicated when it was cooked 
enough te eat. The mixture was palatable.

William Baker, a candidate for the Legia- 
lature, gave as reasous why he should be 
elected that he was 60 years old, and had re- 
sided in this city for forty-two years, and it 
was due to him that he could cast his vote 
for Senator before he died. 

Mr. Robert Mitchell, another candidate for 
the House, stated that he wanted to be 
elected that he might labor for the granting 
to the colored people of their full rights. He 
said a colored man could not take his wife 
into a restaurant without being informed 
that colored people were not allowed therein. 
His ambition was to see this evil remedied, 
and, in the State wherein Abraham Lincoln 
lies buried, have colored men accorded equal 
rights with the white man.

LORD QUEENSBERRY. 


A Somewhat Remarkable Scotch Noble-« 
man, 
New York Times. 

The audience which assembles at sucl 
meetings as those of Mr. Tug Wilson and his 
antagonist are probably more familiar with 
the name of Lord Queensberry than that of 
any other nobleman, but it is not merely in 
connection with prize-ring rules that Lord 
Queensberry—now 38 years old—is remarka- 
ble. He is conspicuous as having lost his 
seat as a Scotch representative Peer on ac- 
count of his lack of orthodoxy. At the last 
election of Scotch Peers'his avowal that he 
was not a Christian, and the discussion which 
followed, were entirely without precedent 
in the gallery of Holyrood House. This 
avowal undoubtedly lost him his seat, but 


the late Duke of Roxburghe and the late 
Lords Caithness and Kintore voted for him. 
In the course of the proceedings: 

“The Lord Clerk Register, interrupting 
the noble lord, sald he would venture to 
point out that it was scarcely competent or 
desirable to discuss the motives of those who 
might volte one way or another. 

The Marguis of Queensberry—I will just 
finish what | was going tosay. It is most 
luiportapt, and | think it is, perbaps, the 
last chance | shall have of waking the state- 
ment before my peers. That any buman 
creature, be he Peer or peasant, man or 
women, pauper or millionaire, should be 
Visited with pains and penalties because of 
his or her speculative opinion ona subject 
whereon but few even among professed 
Christians are agreed, is a bitter satire on 
your vaunted liberty. My Lords, it is the 
spirit that lighted the martyr fires of Smith- 
field, and thatied tothe stake gallant and 
noble souls such as Bruno. 
noble company you are placing 
in, my Lords, and I shall thank you tor 
it. This spirit, had it the powers which, 
thanks to the great inscrutable, it has no 
longer with such foree, would have visited 
upon me more tangible proofs of the honor 
with which my outspoken, fearless declara- 
tions of my sympathy with this orthodox 
Christianity have been received.” 

Last month Lord Queensberry was elected 
President and Prof. Pasteur and Ernest Re- 
nan Viece-Presidents of the British Secular 
Union for the ensuing year. In returning 
thanks for his election, the Marquis said 
“that Mr. Gladstone could make him an En- 
glish peer and thus enable him to take his 
seat again in the House of Lorda. He wrote 
both tohim and to 
subject, asking if they 
way in which he had been treated, 
but from the ambiguous reply he re- 
ceived from Mr. Gladstone and the tenor ot 
Lord Granville’s letter, he was led to under- 
stand that nothing would be done until he 
went down at the head of processions, with 
vards of petitions, to get bis coat torn off his 
mack like Mr. Bradlaugh, for Mr. Gladstone 
had told him that the matter had not been 
pressed upon his notice. Some years ago he

‘Queensberry.’”’ Lord Queensberry’s mother 
joined the Church of Kume, and his brother 
is a zealous Romany Catholic priest. When 
Talbot, the lrish detective, who had some- 
times got clews by overhearing what was 
whispered at the confessional, was mur- 
dered, Lady Queensberry sent a donation to 
the wife of lis assasin. Herson, the Mar- 
quis, immediately forwarded four-fold to 
the widow of Taibot. The eccentric Lady 
F. Dixie, who has been writing to condole 
with Mr. E. D. Gray, in his incarceration, 
Lord Queensberry’s sister. Her grandfather, 
Sir W. Clayton, was accused of show:ng the 
white featther at Waterloo, but whether ia 
Zululand or on her native heath, Lady 
Florence has never lacked courage. In 
fact, the whole family is conspicuously 
courageous. Her broiner, Lord Francis 
Douglas, was killed in an Alpine excur- 
sion. He, top, was credited with erraticisms: 
in fact, it is an erratic family, and one deyvi- 
ating most strikingly from the monotonous 
track of ordinary “ high-life’’ existence.

New On_Leans, La., Sept. 1l.—Aa exami- 
nation made of the jetty works at the South 
Pass of the Mississippi River just after the 
gale shows that the concrete top of the east 
jetty was torn off, its railroad track swept 
away, and the concrete tower on. the east 
jetty blown down. Pieces of the concrete 


are torn out as though done by artillery. | 


There is a general top damage to the con- 
crete in length of from 100 feet to three feet, 
but it ean be remedied by Mondny. The 


coping course for considerable and various | 


lengths is entirely swept away. The inside 
row of piles and brush stood the storm well, 
probably because the concrete received the 
first and heavy blows for the entire lengths 
of the concrete. Itis more or tess damaged 
in its coping. Capt. R. H. Gilford, pilot, 
took careful sounditigs, and found nowhere 
less than twenty-seveu feet of water, which 
shows that the jetty chantiel has not been in- 
juriously affected by the storm.

Following is the rule of the Chicago Board 
of Trade under which the trading is done in 
this city: 

Sec. 1. Grades of fiaxseed shall be as follows: 

No. 1—All dry, sound, and sweet, slightly 
blighted, or stained seed, not weighing less than 
fifty unds of pure seed to the measured 
bushel,and not containing more than 15 per 
ag impurity or foreign matter, snalil be 
sw. ke 

Rejected—May be slightly damp, unsound 
bi®ehted, or musty seed, and yet fit to store, an 
may contain over lb per cent of impurity or for- 
eigo matter. ‘ 

No Grade— Warm, moldy, musty, wet or light 
trashy seed, or any seed unfit for storage, shall 
be known as no grade. 

The amendment given below was adopted 
Aug. 3: 

All sales of flaxseed, unless otherwise agreed, 
ure made upon the’ basis of pure seed, that is, 
seed tendered or deliveged on contracts may 
carry impurity or foreign matter. but must con- 
tain the saie quantity of pure seed, and for such 
pure seed only shall payment be uired. Seed 
testing over 7 per cent of impurity or foreign 
matter shall be subject to deductiof from the 
sale price as follows: On seed. carrying over 7 
per cent and up to and inciuding 1b per cent of 
impurity or foreign matter one-quarter of one 
cent per bushel foreach 1 per cent or fraction 
therof, and one-balf of one cent per busbe! on 
each 1 per cent or fraction thereof in excess of 
1b per cent. 

It will be noticed that the Chicago inspec- 
tion makes all seed No. 1 which weighs over 
fifty pounds to the bushel of pure seed, 
while, according to the, above circular, the 
Minnesota mills propose to deduct 1! cents 
per bushel en seed which in Chicago would 
pass as No. L. It is understood that in addi- 
= to this they make a deduction for impu- 
rities. 

A local dealer estimates that on this basis 
the Minnesota crushers would get their seed 
11@15 cents a bushe! cheaper than Chicago, 
St. Louis, and other Western crushers do, 
and thus be able to undersel! them in the oil 
markets about 5‘, cents ‘yr galion reckon- 
ing two gallons of oi! to a bushel of flaxseea. 
According to the circular, the Northwestern 
dealers are instructed to purchase seed on 
this basis. This is looked upon as an at- 
tempt to form a combination against the 
farmers “gouging” them to the tune of 10 to 
11 cents per Dushel. 

There is an ‘opinion here that instead of 
submitting to the application of such a ilax- 
seed poultice the farmers should insist on 
having their crop taken on the Chicago 
system of inspection.

A Lad Painted Or of the Wheels of a 
Neighbor’s Buggy, and the Neighbor 
Stripped the Boy and Covered Mis 
Body with the Same Material.

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 11.—The denizens of 
Hartwell, a village fifteen miles north of 
of Cincinnati, are much incensed over an 
outrage committed by a man named Zeibe, 
who in a fit of passion perpetrated an act 
that came near resulting in the death of a 
little boy. The tarring and feathering of 
Zeibe was seriously talked of, and the ex- 
citement in the community has not yet sub- 
sided. Mr. J. Burgess, who is a collector of 
internal revenue, has a little son about 7 
years old.. The lad has been a play- 
mate of a son of the man Zeibe. 
On Friday last the twe boys 
were playing together, and during the after- 
noon they found their way into Zeibe’s car- 
riage-house, where they discovered a pot of 
mixed paint. It occurred to the youngsters 
that it would be grand sport to paint some- 
thing, and one of the wheels of Zeibe’s buggy 
was soon pretty thoroughly smeared. Tne 
wheel was thus covered with a coat of an 
entirely different color from that of the other 
threen When Mr. Zeibe became aware 
of the transformation he fiew into a 
terrible rage and proceeded to mete 
out such punishment as in his opinion 
was commensurate with the enormity of 
the offense. Catching the little Burgess boy, 
he stripped him of his clothing and painted 
him from head to foot with the same mixture 
that had been used in daubing the buggy 
wheel. Fhe poor boy’s hair was filled with 
the stuff, and his body completely covered 
with it. The paint closed up the pores of 
the skin and came near killing the lad before 
he reached home, and it was removed with 
great difficulty.

Judge Gardner Will Decide the 
Cable Car Injunction Suit 
This Morning. 


Unhappy Couples Seeking a Re- 
lease from the Bonds of 
Matrimony. 


New Suits, Judgments, Confessions, 
Criminal Matters, Etc. 


The Cable-VUar Injunction Case. 

The cable injunction case of Ballou against 
the Chicago City Railway Company came up 
yesterday morning before Judge Gardner on 
a motion by the defendants to amend their 
answer, The bill was filed to restrain the 
company from running cabie cars or laying 
dowh tracks forsuch purpose, on the ground 
that it had no power under its charter to run 
any but horse-cars. Mr. Judali appeared for 
the company and read the proposed amend- 
ment, Which is as follows: | 


And further answering these defendants say 
that in approaching the heart of the city of 
Chicago all the lipes of the Chicago City Kailway 
Vom pany, by reason of the situation and struct- 
ure of gaid city, necessarily converge into three 
main lines by which alone its cars can reach the 
centre of the city—viz.: the Stute street line, 
the Wabash avenue and Cottage Grove avenue 
line, and the Clark street line: that the two for- 
mer lines are very largely more important than 
the latter, and that the formation of the city 
is such that the branch lines passing from 
their junctions with such trunk iines to 
and through the widely-extended districts of 
the south and southwest portions of the city, do 
converge and must hereafter converge to these 
main or trunk lines into the centre of the city: 
that State street and Wabash avenue are rapid- 
ly becom! » crowded in and near the centre 
of the city t it is becoming. impossible, with 
due regard to the econventence of the public, to 
pass more cars down those lines, propelled in 
each oase by teams of horses, than bave hereto- 
fore been ——- over those lines, but that mean- 
while the demand by the pnbiic for addicioral 
lines to be exten through the more distaut 
districts of the south and southwest portions of 
the city, and for more means of conveyance to 
the centre of the city is constantly and very 
rapidly increasing.

with due regard to the public convenience if the 
cars therefrom must be,in each case, drawn 
through the centre of the city by a horse or 
horses. And defepdants say that by such use of 
the cable system on said trunk lines, the con- 
struction of such trunk railwaysin the City of 
Chicago will be very greatly promoted, and that 
itis not the intention of said company to use 
said cable system upon any of its lines save 
such trunk line. 

Mr. Ballou, the complainant, objected to 
the filing of such amendment, because it was 
based on a ciaim that the use of the cable on 
the two streets iu question was necessary for 
the public convenience, and there was noth- 
ing else in the amendment. 

The Judge said he would overrule the mo- 
tion. Itmade no difference in the present 
suit whether the cable was a convenience to 
the public or not, or. whether it tended to in- 
crease the horse-car lines. The question was 
whether the company had a right to build 
such aline. He also intimated he was ready 
to decide the motion for injunction, which 
had been submitted to hith on written argu- 
ments. 

Mr. Judah said his partner, Mr. Dupee, was 
not present, aud he would like the decision 
deferred until his return. 

The Judge then said he would decide the 
question this morning.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 


it is Being Entertained at- Milwaukee 

by People Whe Waat More Protec- 
tion in the Shape of High Tari. 
Special Disvatch to Thé Chicago Tribune 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. i1.—The mem- 
bers of the Tariff Commission reached this 
city by special train over the Chicago, Mil- 
wantkee & St. Paul Railway at 11 o’clock this 
forenoon, They were taken immediately to 
the Plankinton House, where arrangements 
had been made for thei? meeting. In the 
course of conversation with Tar Triune 
correspondent, the President of the commis- 
sion, the Hon. John L, Hayes, of Massa- 
chusetts, said: “Sofar we have gathered 
thousands of beneficial facts, but the largest 
industries have not yet been heard. The iron 
and steel interests are preparing an able paper 
on their wishes, to be read before us at some 
future time, and there are in preparation 
some of the most important papers. No one 
ean tell when we will be through, but the 
night-work, traveling, etc., is rather hard. 
From here we go to St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis, thence to Des Moines, and from there to 
St. Louis. This is as far as our program has 
been made out, At St. Louis the commis- 
sion by vote will decide whether to go to the 
Pacific coast or return to the East. I haven’t 
the least idea, nor do any of us know 
what we will do after leaving St. Lonis, All 
will be decided there.” 

The commission immediately opened its 
session without waiting for dinner, and an- 
nounced its readiness to hear any persons 
who wished to appear before it. John W. 
Hinton, of this city, was the first to address 
the commission. He took strong grounds in 
favor of an increase of the tariff on several 
articies used in manufacturing, arguing that, 
with a sufficient duty on hee for instance, the 
flax-straw growers in this country, hundreds 
of thousands of tons of which are nowan- 
nually destroyed, yielding no returns, would 
be utilized and made into bagging. He argued 
that the future prosperity and growth of this 
city. would depend largely on manufactories, 
as Milwaukee could never hope to become 
a great mercantile city, and therefore our 
people are deeply interested in a proper ar- 
rangement of the tariff. - 

LD. W. Blanchard, representing the Fox 
River lron-Works of De Pere, this State, 
made an argument in favor. of proper pro- 
teetive duties for the interests with which 
he is associated,

The County Board’s Excursion to 
the County Poor-Farm 
Yesterday, 


A Big Thing for Which the Dear 
People Will Have to Foot 
the Bills. 
eo 
The Stone and Various Other 
' Things Successfully Laid 
Away. 


i The laying of the corner-stone of the’ new 

infirmary,” an institution destined to take 
the place of the present dilapidated wooden 
structures known as the County Poor-House, 
located in the Town of Jefferson, and which 
has already been fully described, occurred 
yesterday, and the occasion was made one of 
more than ordinary importance. It was not 
only the celebration of the formal 
commencement of the erection of a 
building better caleulated to ‘make 
the poor, maimed, aged, and friendiess, who 
are naturally charges upon the public enar- 
ity, more comfortable in their declining 
years, but was also the celebration of the 
opening of anew branch of the Chica £0, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad Company—a 
road which leads directly from the city to the 
Poor-Farm, and which promises to be of 
great advantage to the county in bringing tne 
charitable institutions nearer the representa- 
tives of the people who are to look after 
their economic management. 

The preparations for the event had been 
fully as elaborate as the circumstances could 
have suggested, and in answer to the invita- 
tons sent out the attendance was very large. 


‘The railroad company had provided a free 
train, consis of eleven coach@s, and the 
County Commissioners had supplied all else 
necessary @ making the r a suceess— 
and that it was a success no one who partici- 
pated will deny. The stone-laying proper 
had by a resolution of the board been 
turned over te the Masonic Grand Lo 

of the State, and that fraternity 
generally manifested a deep interest in the 
event on this account, which served to make 
the occasion more imposing than it otherwise 
would have been, and to add materially to 
the display and glamour of what might have 
proved an exceedingly tame and inconse- 
quential affair.

WOULD SEEM TO WARRANT.

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GUITEAU JUSTLY HANGED. 


Results of the Microscopical Bxyamina- 
tion of His Brain—He Had a Clear Con- 
ception of His Crime and ef its Pua- 
ishment.

We pfesent to our readers in this issue the 
report of the microscopists—Drs, J. W. S. 
Arnold, E. O. Shakespeare, and J. C. MeCon- 
nell—to whom was assigned the important 
task of the microscopical examination of 
Guiteau’s brain. The gentlemen whe have 
performed this duty are too well known as 
experts in this department of science to re- 
quire a word of support or vindication 
from us. The subject has been ap 
proached in a judicial temper, the ex- 
amination has been made without preju- 
dice, and the conclusions are stated with 
fairness. ln our remarks on the previous 
report of the autopsy we maintained that 
there was nothing in the gross appearances 
to justify the theory of irrespensible mental 
unsoundness. But we also reserved a final 
judgment until the results of the microscop- 
ieal examination were placed before us. We 
have now a demonstration of great accuracy 
and minuteness, involving structures not rec- 
ognizable by unaided vision. With the new 
light thus thrown on the case, what opinions 
mist now be formed? ‘The o sub- 
stratum on which the mental operations are 
conducted being thas exposed, what conclu- 
sion#@must be settled upon regarding the 
mental condition of Guiteau ? 

The changes discovered were chiefly in the 
vessels, the perivascular lymph spaces, the 
neurogiia, and the cells. Our tunetion, 
more ep eee is to interpret the signiti- 
cance of the pathological changes, and 
if we can, the relation between them and the 
mental condition. At the outset we are de- 
barred trom throwing any doubts on the 
aenuineness of the m’ :roscopical demonstra- 
tion. Post-mortem changes, and alterations 
due to the methods pursued, are often al- 
leged against the results of such minute re- 
searches. That this distrugt of microscopical 
work is abundantly well founded is proved 
by the sad mistakes 
workers. But in thi 


structures being sub) 
methods, the results 0} 
relied on. 

Accepting, therefore, the observations of 
the microscopists making this report as ac- 
curate, the first conclusion we reach is—that 
the changes for the most part are recent in 
origin. hile numerous pmones cells mi- 
grating from the vessels distended the peri- 
vascular lymph spaces, and the periceliuijar 
spaces, the anatomical elements—the nerve 
corpuscle and the neuroglia celi—were gen- 
erally preserved, although in some instances 
they were destroyed. asses of pigment, 
remains of red corpuscies, in some places 
filled the lymph spaces, but generally only 
lymphoid celis were present. In some in- 
stances the vessel walls sresennes the ap- 
pearance of, granulated degeneration, but 
more frequently only the endothelium 
exhibited this change. As regards the white 
fibres, there were seen in various places 
numerous lymphoid cells on and between 
the separate bundles, resembling in appear- 
ance the changes in the optic nerve in de- 
scending neuritis. The above mentioned al- 
ternations of structure in the corpus striatum 
were found here and there disseminated 
‘‘among tissues in which nothing distinctly 
abnormal could be e out,” 

Ftom the point of view of the mental con- 
dition, the greatest interest. attaches to the 
examination of the different layers of the 
cortex. Some thinning of the first layer was 
noted, and more or less cellular eo. 
Some granular degener of walls of 
the vessels was discovered in the second, 
fourth, and fifth layers. In this region, also, 
there was more or less pigmentation of the 
cells, and lymphoid cells were contained in 
the intercellular spaces, but ana- 
tomical elements were for the most part 
present. Atrophic degeneration to any 
marked extent we do not find to have taken 
place, notwithstanding we admit the exist- 
ence of the vacuoles observed at various 
points. Thechanges just referred to were 
most marked in the anterior portion of the 
gray cerebral matter, but were generally dif- 
fused, although less in amount, as the exam- 
ination extended through the cerebral cortex 
posteriorly. 

As the anatomical elements were, for the 
most part, in their usual form and position, 
although somewhat changed by pigmenta- 
tion, by the presence of lymphoid cells, etc., 
and as there were only in the dura mater 
but doubtful evidences of any inflammatory 
action of a chronic type, we are led to the 
conclusion abeve expressed, that the changes 
revealed by the microscope, although, as 
stated in the report, chronic in type, are re- 
cent in origin. Such an amount of granular 
degeneration of the vessels as here described 
may be effected in the brief space of time in 
which such changes are wrought in acute 
phosphorus poisoning. 

Quite apart from the time in which these 
structural changes have occurred is the ques- 
tion of their ipfluence on the mental state. 
As a marked degree of double optic neuritis 
may coexist with preservation of quite sufti- 
cient acuteness of vision for ail ordinary 
pur ss, 80 considerable changes of the or- 
wate substratum may coincide with fairly 
ares intellectual powers.

In the case of 
teau some changes are discovered on 
microscopical examination, but do they nec- 
essarily imply a degree of weakness incapa- 
ble of distinguishing between right and 
wrong? We hoid that they do not. Fur- 
thermore, these changes are, we believe, re- 
cent in origin, therefore they hardly involve 
the question of his moral responsibility an- 
terior and up to the commission of his crime. 
They constitute the initial stage of a malady, 
which, in its fullest development, is known 
as dementia paralytica, or an allied disease; 
the early symptoms of which disorder corre 
spond closely with the mental condttion of 
Guiteau during the past year. 

As, however, extensive lesions of the brain 
are not incompatible with'a normal exercise 
of the intellectual faculties, it follows that 
the mere structural changes of the organic 
substratum cannot be safely interpreted 
alone. ‘The clinical history must be studied 
in connection with the alterations in the 
cerebra! structures. If we pursue this log- 
ical course, we can be conducted but to one 
conelusion—that, although Guiteau was not 
strictly normal in respect to the condition of 
the organic substratam of the mind and in 
respect to its symptomatic « ression, he 
was, nevertheless, a responsible agent, in 
that he had a clear conception of the dis- 
tinction between right and wrong. and real- 
ized the nature of the crimeand its punish- 
ment. 

There is, therefore, in the microscopital 
revelations no reason for chang 
ion which we originally expr 
teau, an abnormal charaeter, justly suffered 
the penalty of the law for the high crime 
he had committed,

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THE DOOMED MAN. 


Tracy Preparing tor the Leap into the 
Unakoown,. 

Tracy yesterday spent a very comfortable 
day. He went to bed early and arose at 7 
o’cluck in the morning greatly refreshed aft- 
eravery sound rest of nearly nine hours, 
He was visited in his cell early in the fore- 
noon by the Rev. Father Dowling, Chancel- 


| lor of the diocese, who will visit him daily 
| until the day of his final taking-off. 
terview between prisoner and priest was a-

very earnest one and continued for upwards 
of two hours. ‘There were no other visitors 
during the day, but as today is visiting- 
day a number of callers are expected, 
There is littl or no use for strangers 
to visit Tracy’s cell, for he will not see them 
unless convinced that they are not calling 


/ upon him simply: to satisfy a morbid curi- 


osity. Though he seemed to realize that 
there is little or no hope for even a respit, 
he was calmer and more colleeted yesterday 
than on any day since he received the fateful 
tidus that the Supreme Court refused to 
interfere. By his conduct in court and in 
jail, though he is a man of exceeding nerv- 
ous temperament, he has shown himself pos- 
sessed a wonderful self-control, and no 
greatchanges are expected to come over 
him from this out, ‘the great change has 
in fact come over him already. Ajl 
the good in his nature, and Tracy 
was not always the man he has been during 
the past fifteen years, is now bubbling to the 
suriace, aud the person who forms his ac- 
quaintance at this late stage of his life is 
compelied to wonder how it comes that such 
aman ever became a burglar, a convict, and 
a convicted murderer. Sowe of the newspa- 
per and illustrated paper representatives 
who have called upon ‘Tracy have impor- 
tuned him for his photograph for purposes 
of publication. ‘They are not very likely to 
get it, as the Rogues’ Gallery photo is a libel 
u,on the photographic art, let alone upon 
‘Tracy, and the only other picture of him is 
one taken when he went into the Tenth Mis- 
sovuri Cavairy in ISH. He is averse to 
having bis picture hawked about upon the 
streets, and if he continues in the mood he 
was in yesterday will refuse to allow any 
photograph to be taken. 

Mr. H. J. Dodge, agentof the Prisoners’ 
Aid Association, to whom Tracy and Rock 
made application for aid immediately after 
their incarceration for the murder, entertains 
a doubt of ‘Tracy’s guilt, and other members 
of the association, he says, have also doubts 
that Tracy’s gullt has been as clearly proven 
as it oughtto bein all capital cases. Meet- 
ing Dr. , prarhantent of the association, yester- 
day, Mr. Dodge and he had some con- 
versation on the subject, and as a 
result the Rev. FE. t Galvin, Judge 
Jameson, and one or two others were called 
upon. ‘The latter advised forbearance un- 
less they had something tangidle to work 
upon. He believed Tracy had been given a 
fair and impartial trial, and the Supreme 
Court were the best judges of the merits of 
the trial. Mr. Dodge says he has no desire, 
nor does he know of any one in the associa- 
tion who has any inclinatton, to interpose 
his influence either as an individual or an 
association between Tracy and his legal 
doom. Should anything transpire wiihin 
the next day or two which would cause a 
doubt of Traey’s guilt the association would 
then undoubtedly interest itself in his be- 
valt, at least to the extent of obtaining for 
him arespit fora time long enough two examine 
still further into the merits of his case. Mr. 
Dodge will visit other members of the asso- 
ciation today for the purpose of ascertaining 
their views, but hethinks it extremely im- 
probable that any action will be taken, and 
he is determined, as agent of the society, to 
do nothing on his own individual responsi- 
bility.

A GOOD HAUL, 


The Plunder Discovered at the Home 
oft the Morris Family. 

When the police arrested members of the 
Morris family Sun@ay morning they made a 
better capture than they were aware of at 
the time. Saturday night a box of 
jewels valued at about $450 was 
stolen from the residence of Mr. 
J.J. McEvoy, of No. 108 North Clark street, 
and, as announced in THe TRIBUNE yester- 
day, the police arrested Mary Morris, a girl 
of hardened character, though only 14 years 
old, andcharged her with the theft of the 
jewels. Her father and mother, John and 
Ellen Morris, were also arrested. The girl 
finally admitied the theft, and Sunday night 
Detectives Whalen, Rohan, and Stift began 
a search of the Morris domicile, at No. 136 
Erie street, corner of Franklin, witha view to 
recovering if possible the plunder.

The petition set forth that tne 
company was organized under the laws 
of the State of New York in June, 1882, and 
possessed “patent inventions” for convey- 
ing electric wires or cables underground, 
The company asked permission to lay 
conduits three feet deep and twenty-four 
inches wide in all streets and alleys in the 
city, either in the centre of such thorough- 
fares or near the cu heey such conduits to 
contain as many electric-light wires, cables, 
telegraph or telephone wires or cables “as 
may be necessary or proper to be used.’”’ The 
conduit to be of “any kind of suitable ma- 
terial,” such as paper, terra-cotta pipe, 
asphalt, glazed pipe or iron, with offsets 
every ten or sixteen feet to business houses. 
THE FRANCHISE WAS ASKED 

for twenty-five years, conditioned on the 
conduit being laid within one year from the 
passage of the order. In return for all this 
the company will agree to furnish for the 
use of the city two telegraph and two tele- 
phone wires ou any street after the conduit 
is laid and the wires introduced.

OBITUARY. 


Col, W. BH. Jacobs, at Milwaukee, Wis. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, Sept. 11.—Col.. W. H. 
Jacobs, a leading German-American capital- 
ist, banker, and ex-soldier of this city, and 
one of the most widely known and respected 
citizens of the State, died today. Col. Jacobs 
was a native of Brunswick, Germany, and 
was born in 1831. He came to this country 
in 1850, and settled in Milwaukee. He im- 
mediately entered upon service in the bank- 
ing establishment of Marshall & Lsley. In 
1855 he started the Second Ward Bank, of 
which be remained first casbier until 
the time of his death He was also 
the founder of the South Side Savings-Bank 
and ofabank at Cedarburg. He served in 
the War as Colonel of the ['wenty-sixth Wis- 
consin Volunteers. He was wounded at 
Chancellorville, and was obliged to resign 
after the battle of Gettysburg. In 1875 and 
76 he was a State Senator, at other times 
held various offices of public trust. In the 
last State campaign he was nominated for 
State Treasurer by the Democrats, 
but declined. In addition to his 
banking business he had large inter- 
ests in the lumber regions of this 
State and in other lines of business. He was. 
noted as a public-spirited man, was one of 
the originators of the Wisconsin Central 
Railway project, and was connected with 
nearly all important movements look toa 
development of the resources of the State. 
He had ainassed a magnificent fortune, being 
regarded as one ot the leading hgrintep men 
of Wisconsin. He leaves a wife, five daugh- 
ters, and a son. 


Isaac Murphy, the First Union Gover- 
nor of Arkansas Aliter the War, 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LattLeE Rock, Ark,, Sept. 11.—News was 
received today of the death of Isaac Mur- 
phy, prominent during and after the War as 
the first Union Governor of Arkansas. He 
was first chosen in 1864 by the Constitutiona! 
Convention, and later in that year’ re@lected 
by popular vote. In 1867, during the recon- 
struction process, the powers of his office 
were absorbed by military commanders, and 
after reconstruction he was succeeded by 
Powell Clayton. Gov. Murphy was several 
times in the Legislature before the War, and 
as a member of the State Convention calle 
to consider the question of secession 
in 1861, was the only man who in 
the final vote voted against adopting the 
secession ordinance. It was a period of 
great excitement, and when he made the 
speech announcing that he would not vote 
for secession it was greeted with his and 
for a brief period it was feared some of the 
more hot-headed persons would attempt to 
mob him. He soon afterward went North, 
and on returning succeeded John S. Phelps, 
of Missouri, as Provisional Governor. On 
retiring he sought his farm in Madtson 
County, and afterward lived so quietly as to 
be almost forgotten,

LIFE AT CARLSBAD. 


Mild Diversion and Coplieus Water- 
Drinking at the Quictest of the Ger- 


man Spas. 

New York Herald. 

CARLSBAD, Aug. 13.—There are two great 
classes of watering-places—*“ Les eaux ou l'on 
s amuse” and * Les eaux ou l'on s'ennuie’’—if 
one may be pardoned for the parody. Amer- 
icans are most familiar with the first of these. 
‘Saratoga, Newport, Long Branch, and Cape May 
at bome, Homburg, Baden-Baden, Trouviile, 
and Dieppe in Eurupé, are more attractive on 
account of their social Charms than because of 
the value of. their mineral springs or the beaith- 
fulness of their sea-bathing. Music, riding, 
driving, and lawn tenhisin the quicter places, 
bails, races, flirtations, and countiess changes 
of tollets in the more lively ones, fill up bours 
which are by. no menus suffered to hang 
heavily upon people's bands. la Carisbad, how- 
ever, sucn frivolities are not onty unbeard, but 
undreamt of. Acsculapius appears to be the 
presiding genius of the piace, and the town 
council, if there be one, must be composed 
chietiy ef doctors. People obey the injunctions 
of their physician implicitly, and withqut any 
thought of their own private amusement, simply 
because oinety-nine out of a bundred of then 
come here to get rid of some troublesome com- 
plaint. Tbh@ geod Carlsbader—and there seem 
iv be a0 bad oues—goes to bed with the sun and 
gets up before the proverbial lark, By 9 o'clock 
the half-lit cafés are deserted save for an oc- 
casioual waiter who polisbes first his face and 
then a plate with the same napkin, or fera be- 
lated reveller or two, burriedly finishing bis last 
giass of mineral water. By W the town is 
azieep. But they make it up in the morning. 
About half-past 5 most persons in Carisbad 
are out of bed, and by 6o0'clock the spring- 
houses age crowded. Severai of the principal 
ones are very large, and cao bold 1,500 or 2,000 
people. Some days ago an individual of a sta- 
tistical turn of mind counted 1,200 in the line at 
Miihlbruusen waiting for their cups of hot wa- 
ter. The morning crowds about the springs are 
by far the most interesting feature of the place. 
All sorts of people go to make them up. here 
are Austrian and German officers iu uniform, 
rbeumatic patients hobbling about on crutches, 
gouty patients with large shocs and teader feet, 
jaundiced patients with taces the color of 
leather, Koumanians and Servians with the 
national fez, and Russian Jews with long 
coats, not _.unlike the familiar ulster, 
and with woshorn beards and curled 
lovelocks in front of their ears. There is even 
one Turkish Pasha, who,witb his negro servants, 
forms rhe delight of the piace, and who, with bis 
yellow turban, his long yellow cown, bis pale- 
blue shirt, and bis big ‘Turkish trousers, lends the 
only bright bit of colour to the crowd. 

Everybody takes bis cup of water, or twocups, 
or three, from the special spring which his 
physician may have ordered, but all of which 
have a same taste of stale chicken broth, warmed 
over. He walks up and down “ between drinks ”’ 
in the long colopnades, inspecting his fellow- 
sufferers or listening to the music of the bands 
which play at each of the principal springs, and 
two or tbree of which are excellent. After 
the last cup of water—water which, it is 
said, people come to like in time, but 
which is altogether objectionable to the 
untutored palate—he goes home to a 9% 
o'clock breakfast and then to his daily bath. 
These baths, which are the greatevent of the 
day, are of hot or cold water or of mud. After 
the bath comes a midday dinner, and then anu 
afternoon spent in listening to music under the 
tree#, or in walks, not too ioug as a rule, for 
most people here are invalids and not great pe- 
destrians. At6or7 there is a light supper, and 
then every one burries off homeward in time tq 
fulfill all the requitfements of that famous pro-

Lake Freights. 
The demana for vessel-room yesterday from 
shippers of grain was better thanis usual on 
Mondays, and everything available waz taken. 
The rates ranged from 2% cents a bushel on 
corn and 3 cents on wheat for Buffalo for lots of 
10,000 bushels and over to 3centsa bushel on 
corn and 3% cents on wheat for lots below 10,000 
bushéls. For cargoes of 45,000 bushels of corn 
and upwards it is believed that not over 2% 
cents’ bushel could have been secured by 
carriers. No large shipments of grain are being 
made, and vessels are compelled to fill out their 
cargoes by jags. Thenews from Buffalo in re- 
gard to coal freights has caused a feeling of de- 
pression among vesselmev, and even a sharp 
advance in grain freights bere (which is not like- 
ly at present) would be very little encourage- 
ment to owners. There is but very little grain 
here for shipment, and receipts by 
rail continue light, and will propabily be 
so for some time tocome. Nearly all the grain 
shipped to Buffalo and Erie goes by steam ves- 
sels or vessels towed by steamers. There was 
some demand for room for Lake Ontario ports, 
but there was no change from last week’s rates. 
There nowremain only about nine weeks in 
which to ship grain by lake before the close of 
navigation, and the general belief is that the 
transportation line steamers will be sufficient to 
move all that shippers will desire to send 
forward, and some owners are considering the 
propriety of placing their sailing vessels in 
ordinary till the opening of navigation next 
spring, as there is very little encouragewenf to 
keep them in commission, The followiig were 
the vessels chartered yesterday:

buyers find difficulty in making contracts at 
that figure. Taking Waterville, in this coun- 
ty, as the centre of the richest hop region of 
the State, it is safe to say that more than one- 
half of the entire cropin a circuit of five 
miles thereabouts has been bought.

haé been 50 cents per pound as a general 
thing. Before the vines had s‘arted in the 
spring some farmer contracted their crop at 
prices hardly averaging half that now paid, 
Later on contracts were made at 35 cents. 
Aside from these there have been few sales 
during the past six weeks for less than 45 
cents. The market is now strong at cents. 
and as high as 54 cents has been offered and 
refused. Those who have sold are fariners 
in the main who are least abie to hold for 
better prices—men who have little mort- 
gages to clear off, others who, though own- 
ing their own lands, need to turn their prod- 
ucts into cash to meet harvest and other ex- 
penses.

THE PRESCOTT MURDER. 


Ne Evidence Against Dougherty and 
Murphy. 

Eugene Dougherty and Michael Murphy, 
who had been arrested on suspicion of be 
ing concerned in the Prescott murder, had 
an examination before Justice Demars yes- 
terday afternoon. Col. Forrest appeared for 
Murphy, and Gus Van Buren for Dougherty. 
Both the accused pleaded not guilty. 

After the examination of the Prescott boys 
and Dr. Plecker a8 to the circumstances oc- 
curring on the night of July 9, which have 
already been published, Capt. Bonfield, who 
was conducting the prosecution, called up 
John Gieason. 

Gleasun testified that he met the accused 
about half-past 7 Saturday evening on Sebor 
street, near the hay-market. After drinking 
ju that vicinity the three came duwn Clinton 
to Madison, where Gieason wet a friend of 
his named Daly, and the four took a drink 
together. The four then went west on Mad- 
ison to Desplaines and south on Desplaines 
to the northeast corner of Monroe, where 
another drink was taken. Murphy and 
Dougherty left them here and were seen by 
Gleason crossing the street towards the 
west side of Desplaines street in the 
direction of the bath-house. This was about 
half-past 11. The witness and Daly soon aft- 
er came down on the west side of Desplaines 
street to Madison, and got some tobacco in a 
cigar-store on the corner. While standing 
outside Murphy came towards them, and 
told Gleason that his (Gleason's) wife wanted 
to see him. This Was pot true, as witness 
knew, so he paid no attention to him. Glea- 
son took another drink on the northeast 
corner of Desplaines and Madison streets, 
and he noticed that the time was ten minutes 
past 12. When he came out he saw 
the crowd on  Despiaines street, and 
went up to see what was the matter in front 
of the bath-house. Lie met Murphy and 
Dougherty, and when it was announced that 
aman had been murdered inside, Murphy 
said to Gleason: “This is no place for us to 
be.”” lle said these words so that several in 
the crowd could hear him. ‘The three then 
left the vicinity, and went north to Wash- 
ington street and west to Halsted street. On 
Halsted street witness gave Dougherty a 
nickel to get a cupof coffee. The three then 
started for home, and witness left the de- 
defendants at the corner of Sebor and Hal- 
sted streets about half-past 1. 

‘The last witness was Eliza Johnson, a col- 
ored woman living at 304 South Clark street. 
She knew Dougherty and Murphy, and had 
seen them in her house. On the Sunday fol- 
lowing the murder she saw Murphy lying on 
the floor of her house, about half-past 5 in 
the morning. He took out a winduw and 
gotin without her knowingit. He told her 
he found the door open, but she said she 
knew better, as she had the key under her 
pillow. While Murphy lay there Dougherty 
came in and whispered to him, and the two 
went away. Mrs. Johnson said the two men 
came from Michigan on Saturday, and on 
visiting her house said they were hunery. 
and she gave them something to eat. This 
was all the witness knew of the case. 

Messrs. Van Buren and Forrest asked for 
the discharge of their clients. Capt. Bon- 
fieid said he thought there was circumstan- 
tial evidence to warrant holding them to the 
Criminal Court. 

After a short argument by Mr. Van Buren, 
the Justice discharged the prisoners, saying 
the evidence was insufficient to huld them. 
Murphy was according!y set free, while 
Dougherty was sent back to jail. the charge 
of murdering Johns on Halsted street still 
hanging over him, | 


GLASS CAPTURED. 


A Vile and Desperate Negro Captured 
im the Cowboy Recion—His Record. 
Special te Giebe-Democrat. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Sept. 10.—Advices 
from Winfield state that there is now con- 
fined within the Cowley County Jail a negro 
whose deeds of murder and other lawlesness 
will compare favorably with those of the 
bloody Quantreil or his apt pupils, the James 
boys. He has been living in the indian Ter- 
ritory for half-a-dozen years, having married 
into the Creek tribe of Indians, and is named 
Glass. The details of his crimes are sufficient 
to make one’s blood run cold. It is stat- 
ed that he ,has taken a dozen lives 
on different horse-stealing excursions, 
and one of the most horrible crimes 
in addition to this is laid at his 
door. Last fall a lone woman and a little 
child applied at a house in the Territory for 
something to eat. Shetold a sorrowfulstory 
of desertion by her husband, and that she 
was trying to make her way back to her old 
home in Cass County, Missouri. She was 
given something to eat, and started on over 
the prairie on foot. A few miles from where 
she had met these kind friends to help her on 
her way the trail led through a gloomy gulch, 
rarely traversed except by hunters. his in- 
carnate fiend—Glass—was seen by an Indian 
riding up th®zulch in the direction the wom- 
an and het, cAild had taken, anda few days 
afterwards“the bodies of the woman and 
child were found with their throats 
cut from ear to ear, the condition of the 
woman showing that a stUl biacker crime 
had been perpetrated. Thists but one of the 
many terrible crimes laid at his door. On 
one of the many horse-stealing excursions in 
which he had been engaged, being accom- 
panied by two others almost equally des- 
perate, a herd of twenty-nine ponies was 
stolen. Fourteen well-armed men followed 
the thieves, and in the night they were over- 
taken in camp, sleeping and unsuspicious of 
danger, withthe herd of ponies staked out 
and grazing on the prairie. The pursuers 
surround the herd, and, after noiselesly 
driving them to a safe place, returned and 
surrounded the desperadoes. Just as morn- 
ina was breaking the pursuers, after lying in 
the tall grass several hours, at a given signal 
rose up and began firing. 

Though taken by surprise, and with terri- 
ble odds against them, the outlaws returned 
the fire, and fur over an hour one of the must 
hotly-contested and bloodiest conflicts that 
has ever taken place on the border occurred, 
in which 500 shuts were exchanged. Glass 
and one of his companions escaped, leaving 
the other horse-thieves and four of the pur- 
Suers dead on the ground, while there was 
scarcely a single person in the party who had 
escaped unscathed, some being desperately 
wounded. In his own country, among the 
Creeks, Glass is a terror, but no open enemy 
is tolerated. His enemies are ail dead, in 
one way or another; and all died early. He 
was quick as lightning with a revolver, 
handling one or two with equal facility. 
Where he is best known his wrath is never 

ravoked ; for the crack of his pistol means 

eath, quick and certain. Glass, in personal 
appearance, is tall, slim, and not tg dark, 
with a large scar on his face, while his body 
is a veritable checkerboard of scars from 
pistol and knife wounds. «Sheriff Shenne- 
mann, of Cowley County, who effected his 
capture, did so only when sure of his man. 
One day, after shadowing him for weeks, he 
found his opportunity. Glass had gone into 
a barber shop in a little frontier town for the 
urpose of getting shaved. Before getting 
nto the chair he removed his revolvers, 
wrapped them in a paper, and laid them on 
the table.. In less space than it takes to tell 
it, after -he had settled himself in the ton- 
sorial artist’s chair, he was very much sur- 
to see the muzzle of a big navy under
